What’s in a Name? 

The Salvator Mile 


A periodic look at the names of various stakes races in the region or with a regional 
connection. Who were they? And what did they do to get honored in such a way ? 



F eared by his competitors and wor¬ 
shiped by the masses, Salvator, by 
Prince Charlie out of Salina (by 
Lexington), was considered one of the 
most exceptional horses of the 19th cen¬ 
tury and carved his way into the National 
Hall of Fame’s inaugural class in 1955. 

In honor of the horse, Monmouth Park 
created the Salvator Mile Stakes in 1948 for 
3-year-olds and up. First contested for a 
purse of $13,350, in its 70 years of running 
the race has featured some of the strongest 
Mid-Atlantic competition and even been 
used for some as a stepping stone for the 
Breeders’ Cup. 

Today, the Grade 3 race runs for a purse 
of $100,000 as part of the revived Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred Championships 
series. Returning after a 16-year hiatus, the 
MATCH program runs over five months 
with horses competing to earn points 
based on participation and order of finish. 
The leading points earners in each of the 
series divisions, as well as the overall owner 
and trainer points leaders, win enticing 
bonuses. The Salvator Mile kicks off the 
Long Dirt Division May 26. 

The story of Salvator as a champion 
racehorse began at Monmouth Park. 
Taking it back to his early days, the striking 
chestnut was bred in Kentucky by Daniel 
Swigert at historic Elmendorf Farm. 

Swigert purchased Elmendorf from 
Milton H. Sanford in 1881. The over 


1,000-acre property featured some of the 
best broodmares and sires in racing. 

For years Swigert ran Elmendorf, 
breeding exceptional horses and pin¬ 
hooking some of the most recognizable 
names in the business, such as Spendthrift, 
named by Swigert for is wife’s spending 
habits. 

Now disbanded, the land was purchased 
by several surrounding farms. Elmendorf 
was once at the pinnacle of the sport 
and created some of the most important 
bloodlines that continue to impact the 
sport today. 

As part of his pinhooking venture, 
Salvator was purchased as a yearling from 
Swigert by owner James Ben Ali Haggin 
for $4,500 and turned over to trainer 
Matthew Byrnes. 

The duo immediately recognized 
potential in a juvenile Salvator and he was 
ambitiously placed in his debut race against 
13 other starters at Monmouth Park in the 
Junior Champion Stakes, the second richest 
race of the year. Salvator commenced his 
career with a game fourth while the winner, 
Proctor Knott, completed 6 furlongs in a 
track record of 1:14. 

Following that performance, Salvator 
and Proctor Knott squared off again, this 
time in The Futurity Race at Sheepshead 
Bay run by The Coney Island Jockey Club. 
Again, Salvator finished behind Proctor 
Knott, this time by only a half-length. 


After losing his first two starts, Salvator 
bounced back with an almost perfect 
record for the remainder of his career. 
Later in the year, he won four consecutive 
stakes-the Flatbush, Maple, Tuckahoe and 
Titan-to conclude his juvenile campaign. 

In 1889, Salvator was named champion 
3-year-old male, finishing the year with 
seven wins out of eight starts including 
Monmouth Park’s Omnibus Stakes 
and Jersey Handicap. Throughout that 
season, Salvator was faced with his most 
competitive challenger, Tenny. The pair 
met several times throughout their career. 

Salvator’s connections decided to give 
him extended time away from the track 
at the beginning of his 4-year-old season. 
With Salvator on the sidelines, Tenny won 
four consecutive races. The two faced off 
in the seventh running of the Suburban 
Handicap at Sheepshead Bay, where again 
Salvator prevailed. 

In defeat, Tenny’s owner D.T. Pulsifer 
felt his horse was the better of the two, 
arguing that Salvator had interfered with 
his horse, and challenged Salvator and his 
connections to a match race. The race was 
held in the summer of 1890, at Sheepshead 
Bay. 

A New York Times headline about the 
race called the matchup “the greatest in the 
history of Thoroughbred racing.” 

The atmosphere was described as elec¬ 
tric. 

As the Times put it, “Everyone knew it 
was a battle for blood, and that the better 
horse would win, but few expected to see 
the record knocked to pieces as it was. The 
enthusiasm shown with the running of 
the race was unequaled at any racing event 
during the past decade.” 

The race came down to a bob at the 
finish line with Salvator winning by half 
a head. A photographer happened to be 
stationed at the finish line and captured 
one of the first ever photo finishes, used 
to confirm who won the race. 

For Haggin and Byrnes, Salvator had 
a record of 16-1-1 from 19 starts and 
$113,240 in earnings. At the time of his 
retirement only two horses had collected 
more in earnings. 

Salvator returned to his place of birth 
and stood at stud at Elmendorf Farm, 
which had been purchased by Haggin. 
He sired 14 stakes winners and marked 
his place in Mid-Atlantic and American 
history as one of the most prominent 
runners and stallions of his time. The 
Salvator Mile at Monmouth Park remains 
a historic race and continues as a prep for 
some of the most significant graded stakes 
races in the region. —liana Cramer

Virginia Residency Program 
providing full barns, and a future

C all it a one-two punch. Governor Ralph Northam’s signing of House Bill 1609 
that allows historical horse racing at Colonial Downs and satellite facilities is the 
second step of a Virginia Thoroughbred industry revitalization process that actu¬ 
ally began with a promising incentive program launched last year that is already having 
visible benefits. 

Historical racing is a form of wagering that allows players to bet on previously run 
races without knowing which races they are wagering on, creating a slot machine-like 
outcome, and it is expected to lead to the revitalization of Colonial Downs. 

As important as the reopening of Colonial Downs is, however, the track will only 
thrive if there are horses to run at it, and the Virginia Certified Residency Program is 
helping to foster that population. The program encourages owners to keep their 
horses in Virginia for a minimum six-month residency prior to the start of their 3-year- 
old year. Owners of certified horses can earn a 25 percent bonus for wins at mid- 
Atlantic racetracks. The promising incentive program is filling the barns of established 
racing and training entities that previously were searching for viability and now could 
be headed toward vitality. 

Three of those are DMC Racing Stables in Berryville, Eagle Point Farm in Ashland, 
and Braeburn Farm in Crozet. “I don’t know what we would have done,” said DMC’s 
Diana McClure, where the horse population has grown from five to 18. “This is a 
steady revenue stream. We’re surviving, even thriving. The intention is to keep it going 
even after the racetrack opens. We were sitting at a table two years ago trying to figure 
out what to do. We all knew we had to do something. We didn’t know the impacts 
would be this good.” 

“It’s kept us in business,” agrees Braeburn’s Patrick Nuesch. 

And not just the farms and training centers. “Our feedman is happy, our strawman 
is happy,” said Eagle Point’s Donna Dennehy who has hired five more grooms and/or 
maintenance positions since the program began. “We’ve resurfaced breaking pens, 
bought a starting gate and a golf cart and are fixing up things around here that haven’t 
been touched in years.” On a farm where she had two yearlings a year ago, Dennehy 
says she now has 24-and the spinoff impacts of the investment are boosting employ¬ 
ment and helping plenty of small businesses around the state.

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Talking Shop with Mike Hopkins 


M ike Hopkins, the Maryland Racing 
Commission's executive director since 
2002 after spending 18 years as deputy 
director, is the new chair of the Association of 
Racing Commissioners International. Hopkins 
last year was honored with the ARCTs Ren Foote 
Award, which recognises exemplary service and 
contribution to racing integrity by a commission 
executive director as chosen by his or her peers. 

Hopkins grew up on his family's Elberton 
Hill Farm in Darlington, Md. At age 12, he 
was working the Fasig-Tipton yearling sales at 
Saratoga for Windfields Farm. His first racetrack 
job came in 1980 at Pimlico, taking tickets from 
fans entering the infield tunnel on Preakness Day. 
Hopkins spent 12years as a steward and remains 
an accredited official. 

He sat down at the recent ARCI Conference 
on Equine Welfare and Racing Integrity with turf 
publicist Jennie Rees for a conversation released by 
the A RCI in April. 

Of all the many jobs you’ve had, 
which one prepared you the most to be 
the ARCI chair? 

All of them have been preparation for 
that, because it’s provided me experience in 
almost every aspect of horse racing that we 
regulate in the state and throughout coun¬ 
try Racing office, horse identifier, stewards 
stand, driving a truck for 20 years deliver¬ 
ing horses all over the country, working 
on my parents’ farm, at Windfields Farm, 
which was a great experience. And being 
around good horses and good horsemen 
and good owners. 

Why did you decide to stick with the 
regulatory side? 

I just thought it was fun. I’ve enjoyed 
it. I had opportunities to go to racetracks 
in other states. (Former Pimlico executive) 
Chick Lang was my mentor. Chick would 
say, A got a job for you in track manage¬ 
ment.” He’d say, A know your family is 
here, you have deep family ties to Maryland 
and you don’t want to go. I just want you to 
know the opportunity is there if you want 
to take it.” And I’d always turn him down 
to go different places. I think it was the 
right choice, and the right choice for me. 

Your tenure as ARCI chair is a year. 
What are your priorities? 

That continued collaboration with all 
the industry stake-holders. Medication 
uniformity is extremely important. We’ve 
done a lot of good things over the last 
15-20 years. They just need to continue to 



be nudged down the road. I think contin¬ 
ued communication with every stake-hold¬ 
er in this industry is important, that we all 
come out on the right end of it in thinking 
of the safety and welfare of the horse and 
safety of the riders, and to make sure we’re 
protecting the wagering public. 

The Mid-Atlantic has been at the 
forefront of developing a regional com¬ 
pact where regulations would be truly 
identical. Do you see that as a model 
for national uniformity? 

I do. I’ve got to give Alan Foreman 
(chair and CEO of the Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association) a lot of credit, 
because he’s been formulating these meet¬ 
ings and pushing for it for years. What 
he’s done with these meetings we have, 
it’s not only the horsemen’s organizations 
that are represented but actual horsemen 
who show up. They get a full descrip¬ 
tion of what direction we want to go and 
the changes we want to make. They get 
answers to their questions or concerns they 
have. Or maybe we overlooked something. 
That type of communications and collabo¬ 
ration with horsemen’s organizations, and 
racetracks, in those large meeting has trans¬ 
lated to the local horsemen’s organizations. 
We can come back to Maryland and have 
separate meetings with these organizations 
and describe what we plan on doing — to 
get buy-in and trying to make a level play¬ 
ing field for those people. That’s all they 
want: uniformity, the same rules from one 
state line to the next. 


Put in perspective the speed of get¬ 
ting uniformity. 

Legitimate question, a great ques¬ 
tion. In Maryland, when I go to make 
a rule change, it takes around three to 
four months. That’s if everything falls 
into place and at what time of the year. 
That four months could turn into seven 
or eight. New Jersey has incorporation 
by reference, where once ARCI adopts a 
(model) regulation it becomes regulation 
in their state. West Virginia, everything 
goes through their legislative process, and 
they meet once a year. If they get a regula¬ 
tion change in the middle of September, 
they have to wait an entire year, almost 
18 months before we come back to their 
legislative process. So that is a challenge for 
everybody, and it’s also a challenge for the 
horsemen, because you try to translate that 
information and educate them about what 
you’re trying to do. 

What is your position on proposed 
federal bill H.R. 2651, speaking for 
yourself? 

I think the introduction of the compact 
this time, without the “opt-out” provisions 
in it, would resolve many of the problems. 
The compact and/or the federal legislation 
doesn’t solve other problems we have in 
regard to medication. Research and devel¬ 
opment is imperative, including as far as 
growth hormones, peptides. More research 
money has to be found to accomplish that. 
I don’t see anything in the federal bill that 
would alleviate that issue as far as research 
is concerned. As far as other things the 
federal bill does, I think that from our reg¬ 
ulatory standpoint, with the introduction 
of the compact, we’d be accomplishing the 
same thing as the federal bill. 

Can any state join the compact? 

Anyone. Kentucky has a form of leg¬ 
islation passed; I don’t know if they can 
use that to join the compact. Virginia has 
it. Colorado has it. Washington State is 
going through the process of adopting 
language. New Jersey. Pennsylvania. New 
York. Delaware. The more you have, the 
better off you are. 

What’s the most difficult aspect of 
being a racing regulator? 

Making sure that the changes you’ve ini¬ 
tiated are communicated well, and (getting) 
people to pay attention to it. Probably the 
most difficult thing to do is to make sure

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the people you are trying to regulate read 
the information you’re giving them. 

Is being new chair of ARCI an 
honor or an added burden of work? 

I’m humbled by it. I’m humbled to 
the fact that I was nominated to be put in 
that rotation to take the position. Actually 
Frank Zanzuccki (executive director of 
the New Jersey Racing Commission) is 
the one who recommended me. I look at 
it as an opportunity to try and further the 
commitment we all have to protect the 
integrity and welfare of the horses that 
we’re overseeing and the riders and all the 
participants. 

What are you doing now off the job? 

That’s off the chart? Getting ready for 
my daughter to get married. A number of 
years ago a friend of mine would come 
over behind the house with his dogs. He 
had a couple of Labradors that had been 
trained for field trials. I had never done that 
with a dog. My wife said, “You ought to get 
one.” I said, “OK.” He happened to have a 
litter of puppies, and I got a dog and start¬ 


ed training dogs. I had a lot of fun with 
them. I don’t train them now, because I’m 
down to one old dog. But I do want to get 
another one. It’s a great concept. It’s you 
and the dog. You have competitors, but 
it’s up to you and up to him, and you work 
together. . . I’m in the national Field Trial 
Gunners Guild. I get invited twice a year 
to the national championships with these 
dogs, where they run 100 of the best dogs 
and at the end of the week there’s one win¬ 
ner. That’s it. There are no seconds. They 
are “finishers.” So when I’m not working 
in racing, I’ll spend as much time as I can 
with some dogs or with other friends help¬ 
ing their dogs get better. They’re field dogs, 
and I train them for field trial competitions 
and hunting tests. 

What is the state of horse racing in 
the United States? 

Horse racing, overall, I think it tells a 
good story. I think horse racing is certainly 
on a resurgence in a number of regions 
of the country. I think it’s because more 
attention is being paid by track manage¬ 
ment, that it slipped for a while. I think 


horsemen are paying more attention to 
it, being more likely to negotiate in a fair 
manner. The breeding industry, because 
the number of horses being produced is 
flat, and I think the primary reason is you 
don’t have that many owners out there who 
are willing to step up and make the invest¬ 
ment. That’s one of the aspects we’ve seen 
over the years, where you had four owners 
with four different horses, now you have 
four owners with one horse. Certainly the 
supply and demand is not there at this 
point. Racetracks would certainly like to 
see more. Full fields and larger purses seem 
to be what’s driving this train right now. 
As long as all the parties involved in this 
industry are willing to sit down and have 
discussions, whether they agree or dis¬ 
agree, there’s always room for compromise. 
Always room to move forward. You never 
sit still, never sit stagnant. There’s always a 
way to improve some things. Unless you 
stay at the table and contribute one way 
or the other, you’ll never reach that goal 
to continually improve what you’re doing.

Calumet’s 
Preakness Glory 


T he devil’s red and blue silks of Calumet Farm 
are as iconic as Yankee pinstripes or Notre 
Dame gold. In Preakness history, no other 
stable experienced the longevity or success of the 
Wright family’s juggernaut. 

Warren Wright masterminded Calumet, backed by a 
fortune acquired by the success of the Calumet Baking 
Powder Company founded by 
his father William Wright. 

The younger Wright 
immersed himself in the Thor¬ 
oughbred world in the early 
1930s after inheriting his 
father’s Standardbred farm and 
stable. In less than five years, 

Calumet Farm runners were 
appearing in the classics. 

Wright’s first Preakness 
starter came in 1935 with 
homebred filly Nellie Flag, 
whose dam Nellie Morse won 
the Preakness in 1924. Wright 
purchased Nellie Morse with 
Nellie Flag in utero, and the 
filly became Calumet’s first 
champion as a juvenile. Sent 
off as one of the favorites 
in the Preakness (after run¬ 
ning fourth a week earlier in 
the Kentucky Derby) she fin¬ 
ished seventh behind eventual 
Triple Crown winner Omaha. 

That would be the worst finish 
of Calumet Farm’s 14 starters-who accounted for 11 
top-three placements - from 1935 through 1978. 

No other owner or breeder has more Preakness 
wins (seven). Modern-day Calumet Farm, now owned 
by Brad Kelley, added an eighth win as an owner with 
Oxbow in 2013. 

Eighty years ago, a streak was launched in which 
every 10 years over the next four decades a Calumet 
runner appeared-resulting in three wins and a sec¬ 
ond-though that success on years ending in eight was 
just part of the story. 

Calumet’s second Preakness starter, Bull Lea, pur¬ 
chased as a yearling by Wright, failed to hit the board 
in 1938, finishing sixth as torrents of rain turned the 


day into one of the most miserable in Preakness his¬ 
tory. William duPont’s Foxcatcher Farms won with 
Dauber, who splashed home the easiest of winners. 
But Bull Lea eventually proved the brightest light, as 
the nation’s leading sire five times. 

Calumet hired Ben Jones, later succeeded by his 
son Horace “Jimmy” Jones, 
in 1939 and soon began put¬ 
ting Preakness trophies on the 
mantel. 

The first came in 1941 with 
popular Triple Crown winner 
Whirlaway. Pensive won in 
1944. Bull Lea’s son Faultless 
won in 1947. 

In 1948, Calumet star Cita¬ 
tion (another son of Bull Lea) 
won the Preakness en route to 
the Triple Crown. 

Wright died in December 
1950, and his widow, Lucille, 
continued the operation. She 
married Gene Markey two 
years later, and the couple rode 
the ebb and flow of the sta¬ 
ble’s fortunes for the next three 
decades. 

Fabius took the 1956 race, 
giving the Kentucky-based 
farm five Preakness wins com¬ 
ing into the 1958 edition. 

Tim Tam entered that Preakness off seven consec¬ 
utive wins over the previous three months, including 
the Kentucky Derby, and easily captured his only start 
at Pimlico. He seemed destined to become Calumet’s 
third Triple Crown winner until finishing second (and 
pulling up lame) in the Belmont. 

Right on schedule, Calumet’s next Preakness starter 
appeared in 1968. Sent off as a slight favorite, Forward 
Pass didn’t disappoint and won by 6 lengths. 

The final horse to carry the devil’s red and blue in 
the Preakness for Calumet was Alydar-in 1978. One 
of the farm’s best, Alydar’s battles with Affirmed, 
including a second by a neck in the Preakness, remain 
part of racing lore. — Cindy Deubler

There was no question who was the best horse in the 
1968 Preakness, as Forward Pass won by 6 lengths, after 
a Derby victory on the disqualification of Dancer’s Image. 


There was actually 
a Preakness 
Stable, which won 
the Preakness 
twice (1890 and 
1895). The stable 
was established 
by Milton H. 
Sanford, who 
won the Dinner 
Party Stakes 
with his runner 
Preakness, for 
which the classic 
is named. Sanford 
sold the stable to 
James Galway in 
1881, and it was 
Galway’s runners— 
Montague and 
Belmar-who are 
listed among the 
winners. 

Three times an 
owner has had a 
50-50 chance of 
winning Preakness, 
as only two horses 
started in 1883, 
1884 and 1889. 

The most recent 
owner to win the 
race twice was 
The Thoroughbred 
Corporation of the 
late Prince Ahmed 
bin Salman, whose 
green and white 
silks were carried 
by future Hall of 
Famer Point Given 
in 2001 and 
War Emblem 
in 2002.

S mitten. In simplest terms, the word 
means to impress favorably; to 
emotionally affect with a strong or 
sudden feeling. And in classic stream-of- 
consciousness rhetoric, it’s a word forever 
linked to 24-year-old retired broodmare 
Art Student. 

The Kentucky-bred daughter of 
El Prado (Ire) and the winning Crafty 
Prospector mare Crafty’s Wish was 
purchased by the late Bill Backer’s 
Smitten Farm for $52,000 at the 1995 
Keeneland September yearling sale. Sent 
to trainer Barclay Tagg at Laurel Park, 
she ran just three times as a 3-year-old 
at that Maryland oval in 1997-winning 


all three, culminating in the Landaura 
Stakes—before joining Backer’s 
broodmare band at his property in The 
Plains, Va. Purchased in the 1980s by 
Backer and his wife, Anne Mudge Backer, 
the Smitten Farm name stemmed from 
Backer’s claim to have been smitten by the 
land and the very idea of raising horses 
and cattle on the picturesque acreage. 

Bill Backer, who passed away in May 
2016 at 89, earned fame and fortune as 
one of the most creative and prolific 
minds in the advertising industry. 
Developing slogans and jingles for mega¬ 
watt clients like Miller Lite beer, Campbell 
Soup and Nabisco, his magnum opus 


was undoubtedly the 1971 Coca-Cola 
commercial featuring the timeless “I’d 
Like to Buy the World a Coke.” 

As a horseman, the Charleston, S.C., 
native and Yale graduate got his start in 
Thoroughbred racing in the mid-1950s 
when he and a partner spent $500 for 
a weanling. Named Wink Proof, the 
colt earned Backer his first win as an 
owner in 1956 at Bowie. Over the next 
60 years, the Smitten Farm silks-royal 
blue emblazoned with the crescent moon 
and palmetto tree of the South Carolina 
state flag—were carried by generations of 
homebred stakes winners. 

Maryland-bred Blind Date (Not For 
Love—Snit, by Fit to Fight) ranks as one 
of Backer’s best. Trained by Hamilton 
Smith, her wins included the All Brandy 
Stakes, Maryland Million Distaff 
Handicap, Pearl Necklace Stakes, Pimlico’s 
Hilltop Stakes on Black-Eyed Susan 
Day in 2009, and fittingly, the Virginia 
Oaks-G3 at Colonial Downs later that 
summer. 

The gray Art Student made her own 
solid contributions to the Smitten Farm 
line. Her first foal to race, the Lear Fan 
gelding Air Brush, made 56 starts and 
earned $261,141. Viscount, by Orientate, 
brought $350,000 at the 2008 Keeneland 
sale of 2-year-olds and earned $163,905. 
Another Smith trainee, the Out of Place 
mare Art Show, was a solid and consistent 
allowance winner with plenty of black- 
type on her page, including a win in the 
Salem County Stakes at the Meadowlands. 

When advancing age and decreased 
fertility became problematic, Art Student 
left Smitten Farm for new ownership 
with Maryland breeder/owner Don Dean 
at Kelly Deiter’s Royal Wux Farm in 
Chestertown. Despite their best efforts, 
Art Student never got in foal. 

“She never got pregnant, so I decided 
to ask Kim Clark of Leighton Farm to 
help me place her in a safe place,” said 
Deiter. “Don owned her for about l!4 
years. Kim Clark did a wonderful job; 
she is my go-to person. Art Student was 
such a nice mare and deserved a good 
retirement.” 
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At about that same time, Virginian 
Anna Purdy was looking for an older mare 
to turn out with her young horses. Purdy 
had grown up showing hunters and had 
decided that she wanted to improve her 
flatwork. She went to Lee Ann Smith’s 
Paradigm Farm in Warrenton, Va., where 
she met trainer Susan Cooney 

“Susan Cooney was my connection to 
racing,” Purdy said. ££ I loved watching all 
the babies foaled there. So it’s interesting 
that I went to a Thoroughbred farm to 
take dressage lessons on an Arabian mare 
and ended up involved in racing.” 

Cooney recommended Purdy contact 
Clark. 

££ I started telling Kim what I wanted,” 
Purdy said. ££ I had two babies turned out 
and I really just wanted some age to the 
field. I rent a barn about 15 minutes from 
my house and thought it would be good 
to have a nurturing presence in the field. 

I have two little girls too, and I told Kim 
that I didn’t care if the horse was ewe- 
necked and moved like an eggbeater. I just 
wanted something really kind and quiet 


that would be great to the babies and be 
something my kids could brush. If they 
could ride around on her bareback that 
was a bonus.” 

Clark had the perfect horse in mind. 
She immediately put Purdy in touch with 
Deiter. 

££ So I literally called Kelly, and the next 
day the mare stepped off the trailer,” 
Purdy said. “And when she did, my heart 
almost stopped. She’s gorgeous. She’s 
almost white, she’s just really well put 
together and so beautiful. She’s turned out 
to be one of my favorite horses that I’ve 
ever had. She’s amazing.” 

Art Student, whose barn name had 
long been Artie, was re-christened Isla by 
Purdy. 

“It suited her,” she said. 

The mare adjusted seamlessly to life 
with Purdy’s two youngsters, a German 
riding pony and a Warmblood gelding 
produced from the mare whom she 
had shown for years. Purdy’s two young 
daughters took to Isla immediately, 


grooming and caring for her and leading 
her around the field. And after observing 
the mare’s serene demeanor, Purdy 
decided to climb aboard one day. 

“To my knowledge, I don’t think she’s 
been ridden since she was in training 
as a 3-year-old. I backed her when I 
got her-just started sitting on her and 
walking around. She’s just so gentle, you 
can tell she’s always been treated very well. 
She’s so trusting. I got on her and I don’t 
even think I had a bridle on her,” said 
Purdy. “It might sound silly to do, but if 
you knew her you’d understand. It’s one 
of those things where I feel like we have 
this great connection. My kids just climb 
around her and brush her, and she’s so 
aware and so careful of where their little 
bodies are. 

“She’s so patient, she has this amazing 
maternal calm instinct. But she’s still very 
much a mare. She has an opinion, but the 
way she expresses herself is so gentle and 
gracious. We’re just so in love with her.”

One of a kind, 
Tlmonium ready 
for another sale 

T he snack-bar at the Timonium sales 
pavilion would make good material 
for a comedian, or some sort of social 
experiment. Where else would a guy buy a 
$10 lunch on a plastic plate minutes after 
spending $1.5 million on a horse? 

Mark Casse had his money out last 
year before someone from Fasig-Tipton 
stepped in and picked up the trainer’s tab. 
The moment was pure Timonium, and 
made me laugh. For the record, I was 
standing behind Casse and paid for my 
own chicken salad sandwich (the crabcake 
is a little too filling to get much work done 
afterward) but I walked away wondering 
about it all. 

The 2-year-old sale each May used 
to be a quaint, little marketplace for 
regional horses. Raised on area farms, they 
were shipped to Maryland’s Timonium 
Fairgrounds and sold. The under-tack 
show was just that, an under-tack show, 
where horses galloped sometimes two and 
three abreast on the tight, bull-ring track. 

Back then, breeders had to be talked 
into giving the concept a try. 

First, they probably didn’t want to sell. 
Second, they probably didn’t know anyone 


wanted to buy. Third, they probably didn’t 
think they could get their horses ready. 

And now? Everything is different. 

Horses ship in from Florida and 
South Carolina mainly, though there are 
a few prepped in Maryland, Virginia and 
Pennsylvania. They’re purchased with 
Timonium in mind, pointed for the sale 
months in advance. The sale is a key spot 
on the national schedule for the Kentucky- 
based Fasig-Tipton Company. Organized 
by Maryland’s Midlantic office, the sale 
will include some 600 horses this year. 
Each will work out on the 5-furlong track 
with published 1- and 2-furlong times and 
heavily scrutinized gallop-outs. A fifth of 
a second one way or the other can mean 
dozens of showings and hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 

Buyers sitting in the seats, leaning along 
the pavilion’s half-wall in the back, hang¬ 
ing out in the back ring, wandering the 
barn area and racetrack or calling on the 
phone study every last detail—pedigrees, 
veterinarian reports, mental profiles, those 
workouts and oh yes, even the horses 
themselves. 

Those buyers have agents, advisors, 
veterinarians, researchers, technicians of 
one form or another. They rely on habits, 
superstitions, gut feelings and any other 
variable to make their choices. 

Those buyers also form a literal who’s 
who of racing. Casse bought the sales- 
topper last year, a few days after Classic 
Empire finished second in the Preakness 
Stakes-Gl a few miles down the Jones 
Falls Expressway at Pimlico. The purchase, 
a colt named Curlin’s Honor, won two of 
his first three starts for Casse’s clients John 
Oxley and Breeze Easy. 

In 2016, J.J. Crupi spent $825,000 on 
a colt by new stallion Friesan Fire and 
wound up with rising star Army Mule, an 
undefeated Grade 1 winner, for St. Elias 
Stable. 

Keep pulling dusty catalogs off shelves 
and you’ll see Afleet Alex, Informed 
Decision, Fourstar Crook, Dortmund, 
Bayern, Smoke Glacken, Xtra Heat and 
others famous and a little less famous. 


The best part about Timonium? It’s 
still Timonium. Somehow, that charm of 
the 1970s when the sale began remains — 
despite the fast workouts, the thick catalog, 
the high-impact names in attendance, the 
sheer economics of it all. 

In the summer, this place where people 
spend millions on horses will hold contests 
to determine the best quilt, crochet project, 
baked good, dairy goat and Christmas 
tree in the state as part of the Maryland 
State Fair. There used to be a real-live side 
show, complete with world’s largest cow 
and the headless woman (ask trainer Holly 
Robinson about it). There are carnival 
rides, corn dogs, funnel cake, fortune tell¬ 
ers and all the rest. Come back in August. 
You’ll love it. 

And every once in a while, the sale takes 
on the spirit of the fair with a little magic 
of its own. 

In autumn 2015, sales groom Errol 
“Fish” Wilson told Dave Scanlon to buy 
Army Mule as a yearling. Scanlon spent 
$35,000, in part because Wilson said “Boss, 
I have a horse for you,” then watched the 
big bay bring $825,000 six months later. 
Wilson was there and loved it. He died in 
December 2016 and never saw Army Mule 
run. But boy was he right. 

Last year, Susan Montanye’s SBM 
Training and Sales sold a Tiz Wonderful 
filly for $80,000, about average for the 
sale but easily the highest in the consign¬ 
ment. Montanye was such a fan that she 
jumped at the chance to retain a 10-per¬ 
cent interest and wound up in the winner’s 
circle at Saratoga with co-owner Michael 
Dubb after Lady Ivanka took the Grade 1 
Spinaway last summer. Also last year, Cary 
Frommer brought a colt to Timonium with 
the unflattering nickname “Snagglenose” 
for an unfortunate run-in with the handle 
of a water bucket. Scars and all, he sold for 
$110,000 and is a two-time winner named 
Dig That Mine. 

Somewhere in the barn area at 
Timonium there’s another Army Mule 
or Lady Ivanka, maybe even another 
Snagglenose. 

Better start looking. ^

Why Tlmonium? 

Mix of factors push May sale to new heights

W hy Timonium? Hey, it’s a question. Especially when you start to 
think about most of the other venues for North America’s public 
Thoroughbred auctions—Lexington, Saratoga, Ocala, Gulfstream 
Park, Del Mar and so on. 

Good old Timonium would not win anyone’s glitz and glamour contest, 
nor would the sales pavilion next to a McDonald’s capture the imagination 
of an equine artist or resident historian. But, there it is—as important a 
cog in the Thoroughbred sales engine as the Humphrey S. Finney pavilion, 
Newtown Paddocks or that weather vane atop the Keeneland pavilion. 
Never is that more evident than in May, when the 2-year-olds arrive. Fasig- 
Tipton’s Midlantic sale runs May 21-22, with public workouts May 15-17. 
The catalog includes 600 horses, up 25 over last year and pretty much the 
maximum for the barn area and racetrack. 


The full house is one more indicator of 
the sale’s success. 

“Success in the sales ring and success 
on the racetrack go hand-in-hand and 
people have learned they can bring a very, 
very, very nice horse to the Timonium 
sale and get rewarded for it,” said Boyd 
Browning Jr., Fasig-Tipton’s president and 
chief executive officer. “Likewise, buyers 
have discovered that you can go to the 
Timonium sale and buy a horse that can 
compete on the highest level anywhere in 
the world.” 

Browning saw Timonium for the first 
time in 1989, so this marks his 30th year at 
the Maryland facility. 

“The place had worked before and it 
goes to show you that it’s all about the 
quality of horses at the end of the day,” 
he said. “It doesn’t matter where or how 
you’re selling. If you can put together a 
good group of horses, buyers will support 
your sale. And Timonium looks a lot better 
today than it did 30 years ago in terms of 


the sales pavilion, the racetrack, the barn 
area, everything.” 

Including the bottom line. Since 2010, 
gross revenue from the sale has nearly 
doubled to $25.2 million while the average 
has jumped almost $30,000 to $76,476. 

Like Browning, consignors head to 
Timonium with optimism and count on 
a mix of commerce and comfort in one 
form or another. 

South Carolina-based Cary Frommer 
considers Timonium something of a home 
as she used to base a racing stable in the 
Mid-Atlantic. Now set up in Aiken as a 
top pinhooker of yearlings to 2-year-olds, 
Frommer appreciates the Fasig-Tipton 
crew, knows the racetrack and has loads of 
contacts in the area. 

“It’s always been home for me,” she said. 
“I love buying yearlings at the Timonium 
sale in the fall and I love selling 2-year-olds 
there in the spring. It just works.” 

Frommer wouldn’t come just for the 
atmosphere, however. Business matters, 
and she would have found a new venue 


long ago if the horses didn’t sell well. 
Her recent returns include an $800,000 
Ghostzapper colt in 2017 and a $600,000 
Medaglia d’Oro colt in 2016. 

“It’s really gotten strong,” Frommer 
said of the sale. “It used to be you couldn’t 
take a horse there with too much money 
in it. Now if you’ve got a nice horse you 
paid a lot of money for you can still get a 
nice profit.” 

Florida-based consignor Susan Mon- 
tanye breezes 2-year-olds for herself and 
others at the sales, so she knows Timon- 
ium’s 5-furlong track better than most. 

“It is a little tricky,” she said. “You’ve 
got to have them set up just right. There’s 
a fine line, but there’s a sweet spot on 
that racetrack, and if you can hit that it’s 
smooth sailing. Because it’s a bullring, it’s 
easier to get them to the pole but harder to 
get them pulled up in time.” 

Lead ponies, Montanye said, are a wel¬ 
come sight for riders. Montanye will get 
on about 15 horses a day during a typical 
breeze show, and said the experience helps 
her as a consignor. 

“It’s fun,” she said of breezing 2-year- 
olds at the sales. “You get to sit on a lot 
of different types of horses from sprinters 
to two-turn horses, horses that are going 
to go :10 flat [for a furlong] and others 
that aren’t going to go as fast but that you 
really like.” 

Timonium can be an acquired taste, 
for horses and humans, Montanye said. 
Some horses blaze around the tight turns, 
others have to work a little harder because 
of their body styles, strides or develop¬ 
mental learning curve. For the people, 
Timonium means travel expenses—where 
sales in Florida offer cheaper alternatives 
for many-but the road trip also brings a 
chance to see the Preakness, catch up with 
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“Trust Inspired, Excellence Remembered”

old friends and get some crab cakes at Michael’s or The Corner 
Stable. 

Because of its location in the Mid-Atlantic, Timonium delivers 
another important opportunity-a chance to put your horse in 
front of a wide variety of buyers. 

“I don’t necessarily have the big, big pedigrees so marketing 
these horses in the right place is important,” said Montanye, who 
sold Grade 1 winner Lady Ivanka at last year’s sale. “At the end of 
the day, I love Fasig-Tipton and that’s the truth. They’re a great 
sales company, great to work with. They’re all for helping in what¬ 
ever way they possibly can. Having a sales company behind you 
makes you want to go.” 

Florida’s 2-year-old sales season starts early, with horses prep- 
ping at the various farms and training centers. Major buyers get 
a chance to see horses far in advance of the actual sales, which 
begin in mid-March. The Ocala Breeders Sales Co. starts it off, 
then comes Fasig-Tipton’s sale at Gulfstream Park in late March. 
April brings another sale at OBS, Barretts in California, Texas, plus 
some English and Irish juvenile sales. 

Then comes Timonium. 

The timing works, for everybody. Later-developing horses get 
to the May sale on schedule rather than rushed. Others slowed by 
minor issues-shins, growth spurts, coughs, whatever-over the 
winter get time to be at their best. The date also seems to bring out 
a variety of buyers. Top-end players participate in every sale, but 
others get more involved as the year progresses—whether that’s a 
product of some sort of internal clock, the competition factor or 
economic necessity is open for debate. 

“It’s easier to get horses ready for a little bit later sale than the 
early ones,” said Dan Hall, of consignor and buyer Hidden Brook. 
“That helps, and it seems to me that we found the middle-market 
horses we had there last year did a little bit better than some other 
sales. We hope that’s the case again, because the middle market can 
be kind of non-existent at some sales.” 

Like others, Hall appreciates the mix of buyers at Timonium 
every year. 

“You get a lot of trainers there looking to pick up horses for 
owners and we’re hopeful that’s the case again,” he said. “Trainers 
from New York come down, the Mid-Atlantic trainers are there, 
you get some trainers who stay around because they were at the 
Preakness.” 

While Frommer and some others call Timonium something of 
a home away from home, few people can punch with Randy Miles 
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when it comes to a relationship with the 
historic track. Now based in Florida, Miles 
is from Virginia and was a frequent visitor 
to Timonium with his father Lenny (also 
a trainer and consignor). Back “in about 
1970,” Miles was in the winner’s circle after 
one of his father’s 2-year-olds won at the 
track. 

“I’d have been 4 or 5 years old so I go 
way back,” Miles said. Later, he worked 
the sales with his father. There were more 
steady gallops than fast workouts on the 
track, and nobody really knew how fast the 
horses went. 

“Those were the good old days,” he 
said with a laugh. “It was different. It is 
home. That’s where I cut my teeth. I will 
always have a fond place in my heart for 
Timonium.” 

Miles has been in Florida for about 
eight years, first with Live Oak Plantation, 
and now as a consignor. The chance to 
come back “home” is only part of the 
reason he puts Timonium on his calendar. 

“If you keep selling good horses, peo¬ 
ple start shopping and we’ve had tons of 
good horses come out of there,” Miles 
said of the business side of the sale. 



“People feel like the dirt track might give 
them an advantage at selecting horses. It’s 
later in the year so you might feel like you 
know what you’re getting when you look 
at a horse. The location means there are 
a lot of trainers there, it’s a combination 
of things that helps the buyers. A lot of 
people target that sale now and it’s because 
of the buyers who are there.” 

And the buyers are there because of the 
horses. Timonium produced its first mil- 
lion-dollar horse in 2015, and responded 
with another in 2016 and last year’s all-time 
record of $1.5 million paid by John Oxley 
and Breeze Easy for Curlin’s Honor. 

“From the buying side, we’ve always 
been there shopping,” said Hidden Brook’s 
Hall. “Our 2-year-old consignment deal 
is relatively new for us, but we’re there 
because [Timonium] has worked for us as 
buyers.” ^

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Slow Down? 


Fast times matter at breeze show, 
but there’s always plenty more to it

' \ k u 
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B ig stride, nice eye, great walk, enough pedigree to make people notice 
... so where are all the potential buyers? If history is any indicator, 
they’re a few stalls down the shedrow or in the next barn looking at 
a horse who worked a fraction of a second faster at the breeze show. 


“I know the difference between having 
a horse work in 10-and-2 and 10-and-l 
is twice the traffic at the barn,” said con¬ 
signor Cary Frommer, citing the 1 -furlong 
times for sales workouts. The breezes are 
typically part of a longer work, 3 furlongs 
to a half-mile, but the fast part comes at the 
beginning and gets posted for all to see. As 
Frommer pointed out, the faster the better 
in terms of attention and buzz. She always 
knew that, but didn’t get a true sense until 
she finally had a horse work a furlong in 
less than lOVs seconds. 

“I got my first 10-and-l and it was like, 
‘Holy cow,”’ she said. “A lot more people 
came to see that horse.” 

Like many, on both sides of the sales 
industry these days, Frommer wonders 
how fast is too fast and how much weight 
the stopwatch or digital scoreboard timer 
should really carry when the other vari¬ 
ables impact a horse’s potential as much if 
not more. When she started, 11 seconds 
was pretty standard. Now, some horses go 
under 10-though that’s not necessarily a 
guarantee of racetrack success. 

“I don’t think it’s that indicative of 
talent,” said Frommer. £ T’m just as happy 
with 10-and-2. People don’t believe it, but 
it’s true. Times are all about education 
more than anything else. More and more 
people have learned that it’s a matter of 
educating them to break off fast and keep 
up their strides and hopefully finish with a 
decent time.” 

While slowing down sounds counter¬ 
intuitive and probably impossible, From¬ 
mer would like to see less emphasis on that 


workout time and more on conformation, 
pedigree, mindset, stride, wind, walk and 
so on. She’s not alone. 

In March, consignor Niall Brennan 
spoke about the topic in the Thoroughbred 
Daily News and sparked plenty of debate. 
He raised the same issues last August at 
Saratoga. 

Consignor Kip Elser produced five 
“gallop-only” 2-year-olds for a client at 
Gulfstream Park in March, and may be on 
to something. Three sold at the sale, one for 
$100,000 to notable agent Dennis O’Neill 
and another for $120,000 to Maryland’s 
Caves Farm. 

Consignor Randy Miles made the same 
point as Frommer—speedy workouts 
attract buyers’ attention and therefore pro¬ 
duce higher prices. More horses work fast, 
he said, but more of them do it within 
themselves too and most would be just as 
worthy of purchase at slower times. 

Hidden Brook’s Mark Roberts preps 
2-year-olds in Florida for sales and called 
the emphasis on fast times “a joke,” 
though he understands the conundrum. 
Buyers and agents can sell fast works to 
clients. Consignors can generate revenue 
with horses who work fast. 

But what’s too fast? When does time 
stop mattering? How do horses handle it all 
and what’s the impact? No Thoroughbred 
will run a 10-second furlong in a race, 
everyone agrees on that tenet. Then why 
do they do it at the sales? 

“What we ask them to do, they’ll never 
do another day in their life,” said Roberts. 
“If a jock worked his horse like that in the 



morning—in :21 flat for a quarter or :10 
flat for an eighth-they’d fire the jock. I 
know good horses work fast, but there’s a 
lot of good horses who work in 10-and-2, 
10-and-3.” 

Roberts said that’s one good thing 
about Timonium, the dirt surface and 
the tight turns keep horses from going 
too fast. But he cautions any buyer from 
relying on numbers. Look at a horse he 
says, talk to the consignor, consider all the 
variables, not just one. 
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“So many people, if they don’t look at a 
breeze sheet can’t buy a horse, but time and 
time again, a lot of these really good guys — 
the horses they buy aren’t the fastest works,” 
Roberts said. “Do they breeze well? Yeah, 
but they’re not the fastest. A lot of people 
look for reasons not to buy a horse rather 
than looking for a reason to buy a horse.” 

As any good economics student learns, 
the market drives behavior and behavior 
drives the market (or something like that). 
If buyers look for fast times . . . consignors 


try to produce fast times ... so the times 
get faster . . . and faster horses attract more 
buyers ... so consignors try to produce fast 
times . . . wash, rinse, repeat. 

“It’s not like consignors wake up every 
day and say, £ I want to make this horse 
go as fast as he can today,’” said Roberts. 
“Consignors get heat for doing it, trust me 
they don’t want to. But if they don’t do it, 
agents and owners won’t buy the horse.” 

Back in August, Brennan talked about 
Palace Malice, who brought $200,000 as 


a 2-year-old in April 2012 after being 
purchased for just $25,000 as a yearling. 
The “score” registered with Brennan, but 
real satisfaction came much later—with 
the 2013 Belmont Stakes-Gl win, the 
Jim Dandy-G2, the Met Mile-Gl as a 
4-year-old, the budding stallion career. All 
the pride came later with Palace Malice, 
and (as Brennan puts it) that’s how the 
Thoroughbred business should work. 

“The game is funny, there’s some crazy 
money out there for what appears to be

really good, but at the end of the day, you sell one for a lot of 
money you feel pressure,” he said. “It’s great for your partnership, 
but it’s about results. It’s about developing good horses and having 
good horses. For me, that’s the most satisfying part about working 
with young horses —seeing them go on and do something. Se llin g 
one for a lot of money is one thing, but they don’t all sell for a lot 
of money because they aren’t all just super perfect at the right time 
no matter what sale they’re at.” 

Brennan thinks buyers rely too much on workout times, but 
also knows it’s the way of the world. Stallions are advertised with 
speed figures. Trainers make like handicappers and consult num¬ 
bers when making claims, or comparing horses in the same race. 

“There’s a lot of technology out there and people giving out 
lists and videos and gallop-out things, but we’re getting so far 
ahead of ourselves,” Brennan said. “At the end of the day a horse 
is a horse. What people don’t factor in is, how are they developed? 
How did they get to that point? And where are they going? To 
make them go as fast as they can possibly go on their heads, for a 
furlong, has got nothing to do with what they’re going to be like 
as racehorses.” 

Of course, a Brennan-prepped filly worked a furlong in 10 
seconds flat at Gulfstream in March and was the co-sales-topper 
at $1.2 million-though the daughter of Medaglia d’Oro and the 
stakes-placed Mi Vida would have attracted interest even if she 
walked a furlong. 

“It’s a genie we can’t put back in the bottle because it’s buyer- 
driven,” Frommer said of the attraction to fast workouts. “You 
can blame the consignors, but it’s 100 percent buyer-driven. Even 
the people who say the times are crazy line up on the fast times.” 

If there’s a way out of this room, nobody can really find the 
door just yet. Some suggested that sales companies could stop 
publishing breeze times, but that’s not going to stop others from 
clocking works. English and Irish breeze-up sales don’t post offi¬ 
cial times, but there are plenty of dockers and more than enough 
opinions. 

While with Adena Springs, Roberts was involved with some 
2-year-olds who (like the Elser group) just galloped at a sale. The 
experiment was designed to show buyers that the horses were pro¬ 
gressing and that they could be picked up and trained from that 
point. They hadn’t been set down in workouts yet, but they were 
getting there. They had value, they had potential. They galloped 
two or three abreast, a little stronger down the lane, but horses 
being horses some galloped faster than others. 

“We actually had guys clocking them, and coming up and 
asking us about horses and why their times were different,” said 
Roberts. “We were like, ‘What are you doing?’” 

Elser’s experiment with his Kirkwood Stables consignment at 
Gulfstream wouldn’t work at a later sale like Timonium, as 2-year- 
olds should be breezing by May and if they’re not something is 
amiss. But it’s one available avenue. Elser took it because a client 
asked about it and committed to the concept. 

“I love the idea,” Elser said. “Hopefully, we can keep the con¬ 
versation going. My horses sold adequately, not spectacularly. No 
regrets. I had no thoughts that if I had breezed them or some¬ 
thing, they would have sold better. We said this was what we were 
going to do ahead of time, and that’s what we did.” 

Elser and his client plan on pursuing the concept again next 
year, perhaps by investing more on yearlings at the front end but 
all ideas start somewhere. 

“There’s a lot of 'Wouldn’t it be great ifs,’ and £ We shoulds,’ out 
there,” he said. “I got positive response out of it and we plan on 
doing it again. You might make buyers start to look at it differently, 
but you’ve got to be careful too. You don’t want to stamp them 
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as they tried to breeze and it didn’t work. 
We declared it very early [horses were pur¬ 
chased under the name Gulfstream Gallop 
as yearlings in 2017] and I think that’s 
important.” 

Long term, people say trust the mar¬ 
ketplace. There’s bound to be a correction. 
It will take some theoretically slower sale 
horses turning into productive racehorses, 
and some trust between buyers and sellers. 
And time-only in years, not seconds. 

“The only way it really changes is if 
owners start realizing they can buy a nice 
horse who works 10-and-3 or 10-and-4,” 
said Roberts. “When a guy can sell a horse 
like that, then maybe we can start getting 
somewhere. A lot of good horses don’t 
have the fastest breezes, people just need 
to remember that.” 

Miles would love to have his horses 
work slower, but maintain their sales value. 
He doesn’t necessarily hang the success or 
failure of his sale on a workout, but it mat¬ 
ters to his bottom line. 

“I’d love to be able to [breeze slower 
or gallop] and still sell them for the kind 


of money we’re selling them for,” he said. 
“We’ve had plenty of discussions, the buy¬ 
ers are clocking us going out three-eighths 
now, it’s becoming more what you can 
gallop out the three-eighths in than it is 
what you go that eighth in. We prep them 
to do that.” 

Finally, today’s fast furlongs might not 
be as problematic as you might think. 
Two-year-olds are trained differently than 
they were and the sales breeze isn’t neces¬ 
sarily the only time potential buyers have 
seen the horses train. Many buyers utilize 
the 3-furlong gallop-out time (typically 
34-35 seconds) as a better indicator than 
that first, flashy furlong. Plenty of work 
has been done-by buyer and seller-long 
before the sale. 

“We’ll never go back to a gallop or a 
no-clock system but the nice thing is the 
horsemen nowadays are so good at what 
they do that nothing is missed,” said Miles. 
“These horses are taken care of because 
of the investments that people make. The 
horsemanship that goes into these horses 
is second to none. When people say we’re 


tearing them up, we’re not. I used to say the 
same thing. Horses are well taken care of 
and if they’re not up to the task they get 
taken out of the sale, moved to a later sale, 
or sold privately later in the year.” 

Fasig-Tipton’s Boyd Browning Jr. hears 
the chatter, but also knows to trust the 
people who buy and sell at the company’s 
sales. 

“The marketplace ultimately deter¬ 
mines those factors,” he said of the impor¬ 
tance of fast workouts versus other vari¬ 
ables. “An awful lot of good horses have 
been sold and some worked very, very fast 
and some didn’t but they looked beautiful 
doing it. I don’t think there’s any one for¬ 
mula for success, but I don’t think there is 
any substitute for good horsemanship. 

“At the end of the day, good horseman¬ 
ship prevails and folks who have a lot of 
success are evaluating more than the time. 
I feel pretty certain that an eighth-of-a- 
mile breeze is not a proven predictor of 
long-term success. There are a lot of other 
factors that go into it.” W

Two-year-olds boast plenty 
of promise in advance of sale

S ome 600 horses will fill the stable area at Timonium, Md., for Fasig- 
Tipton Midiantic’s annual sale of 2-year-olds this month. Though 
some people do manage —somehow—seeing them all is a challenge. 
Simply, it’s a big group of horses. They were bred in 15 states (one each 
from Arkansas and Kansas if you’re keeping score of the obscure), one 
Canadian province, plus Ireland and Korea. They represent consignors 
from Florida, South Carolina, Pennsylvania, Maryland, Louisiana, Texas 
and Kentucky. They are by stallions whose names begin with every letter 
of the alphabet save X and Z. 


And if history is any indication, 
somewhere in all of that are some future 
standout racehorses. 

“The catalog got released online today,” 
said Fasig-Tipton’s Boyd Browning Jr. 
during a break from inspecting yearlings 
on a cold day in Kentucky April 16. “There 
are some serious horses in there. We’re 
very pleased.” 

Since it was still in digital form, and 
couldn’t really be opened, we clicked on the 
catalog link and took a look at the horses, 
who work May 15-17 starting at 8 a.m. 
and will sell May 21-22 starting at 11 a.m. 
As you can imagine, there’s a little bit of 
everything in there. 

A dose of racing royalty 

Hip 567 is a half-brother to superstar 
stallion Tapit. No, really. The gray colt, 
consigned by Niall Brennan, is by Ken¬ 
tucky Derby-G1 winner Super Saver and 
out of the Unbridled mare Tap Your 
Heels. Bred in Virginia by Heronwood 
Farm, she won a small stakes at Colonial 


Downs in 1998 for Jayeff B Stables and 
trainer Alan Goldberg before making an 
impact on the breed. Her son Tapit, who 
stands for $300,000, has sired 24 Grade 
1 winners and was the leading sire of 
2014, 2015 and 2016. Her daughter Home 
From Oz (by Pulpit) produced Grade 
2-winning millionaire Madefromlucky. 
Back a generation, the family includes 
champions Rubiano and Summer Bird. 
You may want to find some partners if you 
want to bid as her last five offspring to sell 
brought a combined $2.87 million. 

Hip 162 is a half-brother to recent 
Grade 1 winner, and two-time Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic graduate, Army Mule. Consigned 
by Scanlon Training and Sales for breeder 
Hope Hill Farm, the Old Fashioned colt 
will have plenty of people comparing him 
to his brother. 

Hip 257 is out of Hip Hip, whose 
dam Praise produced among others major 
sires Congrats and Flatter in a wildly deep 
female family including Hero’s Honor, Sea 
Hero, Eastern Echo, Elate and Ironicus. 


The daughter of Arch, consigned by Harris 
Training Center, is named Support. 

Hip 436 is a half-brother to major 
winner Zipessa, whose victories include 
the First Lady-Gl and Dr. James Penny 
Memorial-G3. The Cairo Prince colt, 
consigned by Niall Brennan, counts 
Perfect Soul (Ire), Flashy Bull and 3-year- 
old Gronkowski among his female family. 

Hip 454 is a full-brother to Preak- 
ness-Gl winner Cloud Computing. The 
son of Maclean’s Music, consigned by De 
Meric Sales, sold for $190,000 as a yearling 
last year. His dam Quick Temper has 
produced four winners and is out of Grade 
1 winner Halo America whose pedigree 
goes back to former Maryland-bred 
standout T. V. Highlights among others. 

Keep digging, and you’ll find famous 
names at every turn of the page-electronic 
or paper-but that’s half the fun of a 
sale like this. There’s depth, quality and 
potential galore. 

For some more insight, we turned to a 
few consignors. 

SBM Training and Sales 

Not many consignors ride their horses- 
or those of others-in sale breezes, but 
Susan Montanye will be aboard 15 or so 
breezers a day during the three-day under¬ 
tack show at Timonium. Her consignment 
swells to 15 this year, after producing 
catalog cover girl Lady Ivanka in 2017. 
The Spinaway-Gl winner brought $80,000 
and Montanye hopes for even better this 
year with 2-year-olds by Animal Kingdom, 
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Consignor Courtney Young preps her 2-year-olds at Pimlico in early April. 


Hard Spun, Uncle Mo, Shanghai Bobby, 
War Front and others. 

Hip 116. Uncaptured—Boo Girl colt. 
The dark bay Florida-bred (a $27,000 year¬ 
ling purchase) was slated for an earlier sale, 
but fit better at Timonium. “He’s not the 
fastest horse in the world, he’s more of a 
two-turn horse, but he’s got some speed 
and a lot of class. I’ve been blessed to sit 
on some good ones, and that helps you be 
a good judge.” 

Cary Frommer 

Based in Aiken, S.C., she’s a regular in 
Timonium-as a buyer at the yearling sale 
and as a seller at the 2-year-old sale. Last 
year, she brought “something like 30” 
horses to the May sale and told herself 
“Never again” afterward. This year, it’s a 
more manageable 17. 

“It was not a good experience,” she 
said of the bigger consignment. “Even if 


the horses are doing the job, it’s hard to 
have that many people and keep everything 
running smoothly. It’s enough of an all or 
nothing game anyway and why stack the 
cards against yourself?” 

Like all consignors, she’s reluctant to 
play favorites but came up with a few to 
watch. 

Hip 221. Violence—Fear This filly. 
Purchased at Saratoga for $250,000 last 
year, the New York-bred got past sev¬ 
eral growth spurts and heads to Timonium 
finally looking like a future racehorse. 
“She’d grow up, then out, then up. She 
looked swaybacked for a little while, then 
her rump went way up. We don’t like to 
train them when they’re doing all that so 
we’ve been really patient with her and it’s 
helped.” 

Hip 427. Bodemeister—Plum colt. He 
should look familiar to Marylanders as his 
stakes-winning dam and her dam Bamba 


were bred by Jo Ann and David Hayden. 
The bay didn’t meet his reserve at Ocala in 
March, but Frommer hopes for a rebound 
at Timonium. “He’s just grown into a 
beautiful horse. He didn’t get sold at OBS 
and I don’t have a clue why. I love him. 
He’s going to be a legitimate horse.” 

Hip 285. Medaglia d’Oro—Joyful 
Victory filly. This is a bit of full circle for 
Frommer, who sold this filly’s dam (who 
went on to become a Grade 1 winner and 
earner of $1.2 million for Fox Hill Farms) 
as a 2-year-old. Those are big shoes to fill, 
but Frommer likes what she sees so far. 

Randy Miles 

A Virginia transplant based in Florida, 
he brings a strong group to Timonium 
including two colts by Tapit, an Orb colt 
and a Super Saver filly. 

Hip 34. Tapit—Wicked Deed colt. 
His full-sister Just Wicked won Saratoga’s 
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As usual, the Aiken Training Track was busy with 2-year-olds prepping for Timonium and other sales. 


Adirondack-G2 in 2015 for owner/breed- 
er Winchell Thoroughbreds and another 
full-sister placed in a Grade 3. “He’s just 
very professional, does everything the right 
way and is pretty pushbutton. He has tons 
of manners. He came in that way, which 
is so important with some horses. People 
will always look at a Tapit. I’ve sold quite a 
few and there’s something about the good 
ones. Hopefully, he attracts the kind of 
attention I think he will.” 

Hip 33. Munnings—Who’s in Love colt. 
He might have to contend for attention 
with his more ballyhooed stablemate one 
hip later, but the Maryland-bred makes 
Miles think of the future. “I don’t have a 
lot of money in him, we paid just $3,000 
for him but he’s a nice horse and he’s got a 
great family a lot of people will recognize 
[including Who’s in Town, Who Did It and 
Run, Giant Run and Hangover Kid]. He’s 
precocious and has really grown up too, 
just a cool horse. He’ll be fun.” 

C and C Stables 

Consignor Courtney Young worked 
for Frommer and Eddie Woods before 
diving into the sales game herself. Her 
first consignment here last year resulted 
in three sales and another sold privately 
after winning a race late last year. Based 
in Maryland, with stalls at Pimlico, Young 
brings five horses this year, while continu¬ 
ing to build her business. The 443 area 
code might shock the Floridians in the 
catalog, but it works for Young. 

“I hope to be Eddie Woods or Cary 
Frommer someday, but I’m content to start 
off small and every year try to increase the 
quality we buy and see what the results 


are,” she said. “I love Maryland. Having 
Pimlico is an extra step up. They’ve all 
done gate work and have been to the 
racetrack. If Timonium is your target, you 
can take your time with them and be ready 
to go in May.” 

Hip 440. Bellamy Road—Princess 
Legacy filly. The Pennsylvania-bred half- 
sister to stakes winner Miss d’Oro had 
Young at hello. “When I saw her as a 
yearling I was like, £ I want you if I can 
afford you,’ and got her for $23,000. She’s 
not flashy but has this je ne sais quoi about 
her. She’s very forward, looks the part, has 
a great attitude. Training, she’s like, 'Let’s 
go.’ Before and after, she’s quiet and calm.” 

Hip 387. Tritap—My Rib filly The 
Maryland-bred is a half-sister to multiple 
regional stakes winner My Magician and 
from the family of Maryland Million win¬ 
ner Undercover, the graded stakes-placed 
Vielsalm and others. The gray sold for 
$21,000 as a yearling, but Frommer sold 
her half-sister for $220,000 as a 2-year-old 
in 2015 so there’s some potential. “She’s 
really matured and grown into herself, you 
can see it coming. This is a good year to 
see what people are willing to spend on 
a good Maryland-bred and this will be a 
good indication on what to spend at next 
year’s yearling sale.” 

Hidden Brook 

The Florida-based consignment is 16 
strong, with sires such as Into Mischief, 
Uncle Mo, Curlin, Orb, The Factor, and 
Mucho Macho Man. Partner Mark Roberts 
couldn’t pull a few out of the mix for fear 
of minimizing some others, but did offer 
some advice for breeders and buyers. 


“I’ll give you a horse I think is going 
to make a really, really good sire-Mucho 
Macho Man,” he said. “I have one coming 
to Maryland that didn’t get sold in March 
[Hip 581, an Oklahoma-bred] and I’ve 
liked a lot of what I’ve seen at the yearling 
sales and the 2-year-old sales. She’s a classy 
filly. He was a stone-cold racehorse. It’s 
going to be fun to see.” 

White Pine Thoroughbreds 

His last name might be consonant soup, 
but you’ll recognize first-time consign¬ 
or Justin Wojczynski who ships in with 
five 2-year-olds from Aiken. Wojczynski 
works for Frommer, but is also starting an 
independent venture in White Pine Thor¬ 
oughbreds. The May squad includes 2-year- 
olds by Malibu Moon, Central Banker and 
Kitten’s Joy among others. 

Wojczynski and his wife Gemma Free¬ 
man, who works at Kentucky’s Stonestreet 
Farm, are already winners in 2018 as they 
welcomed daughter Elodie Anne April 11. 
The horses have a tough act to follow. 

“It just seemed like a really good time 
to, instead of finishing up with Cary, try 
to do a soft launch with my own stuff,” he 
said. “It’s our first consignment anywhere.” 

Like anyone else in the game, Wojczynski 
has people to thank-his parents Jim and 
Sandy, his wife, bloodstock agent Marette 
Farrell, early partners Charles Campbell 
and Joe Abernathy and a host of others. 
Wojczynski grew up in Michigan and got 
a degree from Michigan State, but headed 
to a racing career via jobs with Stonestreet, 
trainer Rusty Arnold and some time in 
New Zealand. 
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In 2015, Wojczynski and his partners 
bought Corporate Queen to pinhook, only 
to see her not make a sale the following 
year. Put in training, she won her debut 
at Laurel Park in January 2017 (a month 
after Jim Wojczynski died of cancer) and 
was sold to Gary Barber and trainer Mark 
Casse. She later finished third in the Black- 
Eyed Susan-G2. 

“I admittedly felt slightly cheated that 
after backing me and believing in me, my 


dad missed our first success,” said Justin. 
“I watch that race from time to time and 
watch those final few jumps. Believe in 
whichever and whatever you so choose, 
but each time I watch it, to me he didn’t 
miss it at all.” 

With a lift from Corporate Queen (and 
Jim), White Pine Thoroughbreds is off and 
running—to Timonium. 

Hip 402. Noble Mission (GB)—On My 
Way colt. The Kentucky-bred cost $39,000 


as a yearling in 2017 and is a half-brother 
to King Zachary, a $550,000 yearling of 
2016 who was sixth in this year’s Wood 
Memorial-G2 for trainer Dale Romans. 
“He’s very professional, a handsome fella 
who ticks boxes for a sale horse. He’s 
good on the end of a shank, is fast and 
he’s good-training. I was going to sell him 
in March, but he didn’t have a real good 
breeze like he had when he had been train¬ 
ing with me.” 


The power of Army Mule 


T wo years ago, a bay colt by a local 
stallion with one crop on the track 
stalked the stable area, racetrack 
and sales ring at Timonium and made 
people talk. It had little to do with his 
catalog page, or any other hard data. 

He’d sold for $35,000 as a yearling. His 
catalog page included some black type, 
much of it in restricted company and 
some in Panama and Alberta. That sire 
Fries an Fire won a Grade 2, had a few 
decent horses in his first crop but was in 
Maryland for a reason. But this colt was 
different. He could have been by Truck 
out of Oklahoma and turned heads. 

“He was just a big, grand horse who 
had everything in the right places,” said 
J.J. Crupi, who bid all the way to $825,000 
to get the colt for St. Elias Stable. “He just 
looked like a runner.” 

Agent Dennis O’Neill told Crupi not 
to miss the bay colt consigned by Scanlon 
Training and Sales, Hip 461 of 598. Crupi 
looked, and kept looking. The Florida- 
based horseman figured $300,000 would 
get the colt. 

“I don’t know how we ended up giving 
800, but I guess he was just that good,” 
Crupi said. Yes he was, eventually. 

Named Army Mule, the Pennsylvania- 
bred went to O’Neill’s brother Doug 
in California as a 2-year-old, but was 
sidelined by an injury and returned to 
Crupi in Florida. The colt emerged last 
April for his debut, in New York with Todd 
Pletcher, and won by 814 lengths. Idled 
again until this year, Army Mule ripped 
apart an allowance at Gulfs tream Park Jan. 
31 — winning by 714 lengths. Last month at 
Aqueduct, he aired again—this time by 
614-in the Grade 1 Carter Handicap at 
Aqueduct. Bred by former Mid-Afiantic 
trainer Jim McGreevy’s Hope Hill Farm, 
the 4-year-old put himself in the best-

horses-of-2018 conversation and made 
the cover of this year’s sales catalog. 

Crupi credited two things for at least 
some of the success—the horse and the 
patience of owner Vinnie Viola. 

“He had some pitfalls along the way, 
but he got over them,” said Crupi. “That 
owner is a very good owner. He’ll let you 
give a horse all the time he needs. That 
makes the whole thing a lot easier. You 
can take your time, be patient, worry 
about the horse. It really paid off with 
that horse.” 

For breeder McGreevy, who sold the 
horse as a yearling, Army Mule has been 
a kick even if people do sometimes ask 
about seller’s remorse. 

“You had that horse the whole time,” 
go the conversations. “Didn’t you know 
he was going to be a nice horse?” 

The answer is no, because nobody 
knows. 

“I like to pride myself on going to the 
sale and picking out a nice horse,” said 
McGreevy, who helps trainer John Servis 
do just that. “He was a very solid horse 
mentally and physically, he had a really 
good walk, but I never thought he’d turn 
out like this.” 


McGreevy and his wife Karen were at 
Aqueduct for the Carter and loved watch¬ 
ing a horse they watched grow up excel 
on a big stage. 

“She has never really been involved 
with the horses on a big scale and I kind 
of had to talk her into going,” McGreevy 
said. “It was so awesome to be able to 
share that with her and see her see it. He is 
a talented horse and we’re proud of him.” 

McGreevy started his last horse as a 
trainer in 2014, opting for farm life at Hope 
Hill near Oxford, Pa. As he put it, he gets 
up when he wakes up, and walks to work— 
which involves some broodmares, young 
horses, bloodstock consulting at the sales, 
more golf and fewer road trips. 

He acquired Army Mule’s dam, the 
Maryland-bred Crafty Toast who raced 
for Allaire duPont’s Bohemia Stable, from 
Mark Schnelle who was getting out of rac¬ 
ing. Crafty Toast’s first foal for McGreevy 
(also by Friesan Fire) sold for $31,000 as a 
yearling in 2014. Next came Army Mule, 
who sold for $35,000 as a yearling in 2015 
via consignor Bill Reightler. 

“You would like to think the whole 
process of ending up with a Grade 1 
winner was a grand plan, but. . . it was not 
a grand plan,” McGreevy said. “It was just 
a plan. I thought [Crafty Toast] was a nice, 
solid mare and maybe she could produce 
a nice, solid foal. I’m a fortunate guy.” 

McGreevy hung on to Crafty Toast’s 
foal of 2016, a gray Old Fashioned colt, 
and he’ll be at this year’s May sale with 
Scanlon as Hip 162. 

“He’s a nice, really well-balanced 
horse,” said McGreevy in April. “He’s 
correct, got a good mind. I don’t think 
he needs a really fast breeze to sell well 
or to let people see him. He just needs a 
good breeze. We’re keeping our fingers 
crossed.” W

Kirkwood Stables 

Kip Elser grew up in Pennsylvania, 
and used to gallop horses at Pimlico 
before class at Johns Hopkins University 
in Baltimore. Timonium fit in there some¬ 
where, and when he comes back with a 
consignment for the May sale the place 
“just feels like home.” 

His 2018 string numbers 13, including 
three for Maryland’s Country Life Farm 


plus some with a bit of international flair 
as they belong to retired French training 
legend Alec Head and family. 

“When they come to see their horses 
it’s a treat just to talk to Alec and [his wife] 
Ghislaine,” said Elser. “To have somebody 
like that come see their horses go out is 
fun. I like just talking horses with them.” 

The Head horses are Hip 483, a Mr. 
Sidney—Rumpus Room filly named 


Goodmorninsunshine, and Hip 574, a Mr. 
Sidney—Thin Air colt named Old Fort. 
Elser will also bring two Noble Mission 
(GB) 2-year-olds and has a Quality Road 
filly (Hip 450) he called “very fast” from 
a female family developed by regional 
breeder Dan Ryan. w

‘Racing lost 
a good guy’ 


Flores made big impact on Parx racetrack, community

A s Jose Luis Flores came back from 
an injury—to his neck, his collar¬ 
bone, maybe his knee—agent Dave 
Yannuzzi started a conversation with his 
jockey. 

“Jose, you sure you want to do this?” 
Flores had money in the bank, a family, 
a house in Pennsylvania, rental properties 
in Florida, a secure position in racing with 
more than 4,000 wins, a spot in the Parx 
Racing Hall of Fame and the respect of 
horsemen in the Mid-Atlantic. 

But Flores didn’t even hesitate when 
answering Yannuzzi’s question. 

“Dave, you don’t understand,” he told 
his agent of 15 years. “I love what I do. I 
love the morning, I love the afternoon, I 
love the horses.” 

Flores loved competing, winning, being 
good at something. And he was good at 
riding races. The native of Peru rode his 
first American race in 1987. He won with 
just two of 98 mounts, but by 1996 he 
was winning more than 300 races a year. 
His 380 wins in 1998 were a career high 
and he dominated at Penn National with 
riding titles there in 1994 and 1996-98. He 
moved to Parx in 1999 and led the stand¬ 
ings there in 2004 while his horses regularly 
earned $2-3 milli on a year. The mounts 
didn’t come quite as often lately, but Flores 
was still a dean in the Parx jocks’ room, a 
sought-after choice for trainers, a regular 
every morning at the track in Bensalem, Pa. 


And then he was gone, killed from head 
and spine injuries suffered when Love 
Rules fell in the ninth race at Parx March 
19. Flores was rushed to Aria-Jefferson 
Torresdale Hospital in Philadelphia. He 
survived for three days on life support so 
his family could say goodbye, but never 
regained consciousness. An organ donor, 
Flores died March 22. He was 57. 

The memory of that conversation 
about the future, and others like it, brings 
little solace to Yannuzzi and anyone who 
knew Flores-but it’s something. 

“I never want to say it’s OK because 
somebody died doing what they loved,” 
Yannuzzi said. “That’s not right. Nobody 
wants that. But he loved what he did.” 

Flores followed his father into the pro¬ 
fession, and learned to ride in Peru before 
spending four years as a jockey in Panama. 
Flores’ first stop in North America was 
Florida, riding at Gulfstream Park, Hialeah 
and Calder. He struggled, but moved to 
Minnesota’s Canterbury Park and then 
Penn National. There he connected with 
Scott Lake, who was just getting started as 
a trainer and the duo became a successful 
combination. 

“I was a groom for Bruce Kravets and 
he came around and we just hung out 
together,” said Lake of their first meeting. 
“A year later I went out on my own. He 
was riding for Bruno Bellucci who had a 
barnful of horses. I had four bad horses 


that couldn’t outrun you or me. He would 
get on mine first then ride 15 for Bruno. 
That’s the kind of guy he was.” 

After building a business at Penn 
National, Lake moved his operation to 
Parx and convinced Flores to follow as 
first-call jockey in 1999. They stayed a 
team. Of Lake’s nearly 6,000 wins as a 
trainer, Flores was aboard for more than 
1,200 of them. 

Not bad for a guy who clearly didn’t, as 
the old-timers say, have a clock in his head. 

“He never had any idea how fast he was 
going on a horse, he had no clue,” Lake 
said with a laugh. “He’d get off a horse 
in the morning and say something about 
how well he went or how well he didn’t 
go. Then I’d ask him how fast he went and 
he’d say something that wasn’t even close. I 
used to bust him on that, and we’d laugh.” 

Flores figured out everything else, 
however. He knew a good horse when 
he rode one, and would provide morning 
feedback to trainers and Yannuzzi to use 
in the afternoon. You don’t get on many 
superstars at Parx and Penn National, but 
Flores rode stakes winners Favorite Tale, 
Discreet Lover, Arlo, Raging Rapids, II 
Villano and Eighth Wonder among others. 
His only graded victory came aboard 
Loaded Gun in the Philadelphia Park 
Breeders’ Cup-G3 in 1999. 

“His strongest point was he might not 
have been on the best horse but he got 
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the jump on guys,” said Lake. “He knew 
what he had and when to make that move, 
always .” 

The first time Flores worked Eighth 
Wonder for trainer Dee Curry, the jockey 
gave his agent implicit instructions. “Dave, 
whatever you do, keep me on this horse.” 
They won five consecutive races in 2015-16. 

Flores rode Favorite Tale in the morn¬ 
ing for trainer Lupe Preciado in 2014, and 
told Yannuzzi something similar. “Dave, 
he’s crazy but he can run.” Favorite Tale 
won four of his first five for Flores and 
recently passed $1 million in career earn- 
ings. 

“He was very seldom wrong about 
horses he rode in the morning,” Yannuzzi 
said. “He had great hands, he had a great 
opinion about what to do in a race. He was 
a great gate rider. He was a really, really, 
really, really professional rider.” 

Flores never made the big time, but 
won 4,650 races (43rd all-time and more 
than the likes of Don Brumfield, Richard 
Migliore and Bill Hartack) with purse earn¬ 
ings of more than $64 million. 

“The bottom line is it’s where you’re 
riding and who you’re riding and I can’t 
stress it enough to people,” Yannuzzi said 
of the difference between top-of-the-game 
jockeys and others like Flores who build 
careers at smaller tracks. “Can they ride 
with the big boys? When they get a big 
horse they can.” 

More than a jockey 

Parx canceled racing the day after 
Flores’ accident, a decision director of rac¬ 
ing Sam Elliott called easy and difficult at 
the same time. He would have rather raced, 
he also would have rather seen Flores on 
horses. 

“It was pretty clear on Monday night 
that he was in some pretty serious danger,” 
Elliott said. “I came in and talked to 
[chief operating officer] Joe Wilson and 
the guys here and we determined that 
we just wouldn’t race on Tuesday. All the 
riders were at the hospital, at least 25 or 30 
of them. We knew they were rocked. I just 
thought it best that we not race.” 

And it was. 


When racing resumed March 24, Parx 
held a winner’s circle ceremony in the 
jockey’s memory. Flores’ wife Joanne and 
young son Julien—surrounded by family, 
friends, jockeys and others from the rac¬ 
ing community — stood in front of Flores’ 
boots, helmet and whip. 

Many in attendance (including lead 
ponies) sported black ribbons honoring 
the fallen member of the racing com¬ 
munity. 

“The first day back was tough for the 
riders, tough for everyone,” said Elliott, 
who recalled a similar feeling at Suffolk 
Downs when jockey Michael Lapensee 
died in 2005. “We talked to them before 
the races, said we just had to go out there 


and do this. It had to happen someday and 
it might as well be that day. I think every 
rider understands the danger going into 
it, but it was a very somber day. We had a 
little service prior to the races and it was 
powerful.” 

When it was clear that a funeral would 
have overwhelmed a local funeral home, 
Parx hosted that March 27. Again, Elliott 
said it was an easy call at a difficult time. 

“Probably a thousand people went 
through,” he said. “It’s a very close-knit 
group here and it was very, very difficult.” 

Like many, Lake lost more than a jockey 
when Flores died. 

“I’m going to miss him,” the trainer 
said. “Every morning at the barn, you 
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know how you see somebody coming in 
the comer of your eye? I think it’s him, but 
then I remember it’s not. 

“Somebody dies and people go, ‘He was 
a great guy’ and all that, but this is differ¬ 
ent. You don’t hear anybody say anything 
different. You don’t wish anything bad 
on anybody, but this makes you say, Why 
him?’ ” 

Yannuzzi wonders the same thing. The 
two met when Flores made the move to 
Parx from Penn. Jack Servis was his agent 
then, and Yannuzzi took over when Servis 
died in 2003. 


There are no statistics, but few jockey/ 
agent partnerships last that long. Yannuzzi 
chalked it up to his rider, a regular on the 
backside in the mornings, who rode hard 
for barns big and small, who made sure 
to stake stable staff after victories, who 
tacked 116 or 117 pounds forever, who 
gave a darn. 

But who also wasn’t above wearing a 
Minnesota Vikings jacket to morning train¬ 
ing on the day of an Eagles-Vikings play¬ 
off game-just to get a rise out of people. 

“I couldn’t say enough about him as a 
human being,” Yannuzzi said. “I never saw 


him mean to a horse, never saw him get 
frustrated. People get sour in this business, 
it’s easy to do that sometimes because it’s 
not easy. He never took it as an obligation. 
Racing lost a good guy.” 

Yannuzzi recalled a morning trip to 
McDonald’s on Street Road just outside 
the track’s gate, to get some breakfast for 
the people in the barn of a recent winner. 
Flores was supposed to breeze a horse, but 
they had time. They picked up the food, 
and were in the car about to head back to 
the track. 

“A guy was on a bike on Street Road,” 
Yannuzzi said. “We were just pulling out 
and this guy on the bike goes down. He 
had some kind of seizure or something.” 

The agent worried about missing a 
workout. The jockey worried about the 
guy on the bike. Flores called 911, wait¬ 
ed until the ambulance came, made sure 
everything was OK. He missed the work, 
but kept the mount. 

“He was a decent man,” said Yannuzzi, 
who got a more personal example this 
winter. His brother Lou was dying of 
cancer and Flores was a constant source 
of comfort. 

“My brother was sick and I probably 
missed 50 mornings at the track,” said 
Yannuzzi. Flores didn’t complain, kept 
showing up, kept getting on horses and 
told his agent one thing-over and over. 

“Don’t worry, don’t worry, don’t worry.” 

Lou Yannuzzi died Feb. 1. Seven weeks 
later, Flores was gone too. Someday, Dave 
Yannuzzi might be OK with it. 

“Jose was at my brother’s memorial 
and hugging me and telling me how sorry 
he was,” he said. “Now this. It’s hard to 
fathom. It breaks the sheer emotional... I 
don’t know what you want to call it, but it’s 
been a hard time. I’ve never been this sad.” 

Flores will be remembered for his work 
ethic, for winning races, for his Parx Hall 
of Fame plaque on the grandstand’s third 
floor. For Yannuzzi and anyone else who 
knew the jockey, there’s far more. 

“He treated everybody like they had a 
hundred horses and that’s something in 
this business,” said the agent. “He never 
made anybody feel like they were unim¬ 
portant.”

Hart enjoys run up to Triple Crown season

F red Hart has never been to the Kentucky Derby-Gl. But this year, the 
retired stockbroker from Long Island, N.Y., will finally get a chance 
to see the Run for the Roses —and hopefully Noble Indy—in person. 
Hart owned and raced the Louisiana Derby-G2 winner’s dam, 
Pennsylvania-bred Noble Maz. She won the Mr. Jenney Handicap and 
the Mrs. Penny Stakes and earned $327,340 while racing primarily at 
Pennsylvania’s Parx Racing. 


“The trip to the Kentucky Derby was a 
present from my son on my 80th birthday,” 
said Hart in April. And what a celebration 
will ensue in the Hart party should Noble 
Indy cross the finish line first. If the colt 
runs back to his Louisiana Derby win at 
Fair Grounds March 24, he’s likely to do 
quite well at Churchill Downs. 

Breaking from post two in the field 
of 10 in the $1 million prep, Noble Indy 
tracked longshot Marmello early for John 
Velazquez before taking a short lead 
approaching the final turn. With the long 
Fair Grounds stretch looming, Noble Indy 
dug down while on the rail when Lone 
Sailor grabbed a short advantage. In deep 
stretch, Lone Sailor still had the lead as My 
Boy Jack rallied on the outside, but Noble 
Indy battled back and regained the lead 
in the final strides, winning by a neck in 
1:50.28 for the 1% miles. 

The son of Take Charge Indy won 
for the third time in four starts for trainer 
Todd Pletcher while padding his earnings 
to $691,600 and earning a spot in the 
Derby field May 5. 


Hart loved it. “Noble Indy has a strong 
heart to come back in the Louisiana Derby 
the way he did,” said Hart. 

Smitten with horse racing as a teen¬ 
ager, when he attended the races at old 
Jamaica Racetrack, Hart decided to own 
Thoroughbreds as he got older, but raced 
primarily at Parx Racing, where the day 
rates were more affordable than those in 
New York. 

In 2007, he attended the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic fall yearling sale at Timonium, 
and was attracted to a bay filly. 

“I had never bought a horse at auction 
before,” said Hart. “A filly was in the ring 
that was about to go under the hammer, 
and she was by Storm Boot. My trainer Bill 
McCarthy had trained Storm Boot at Parx, 
so I jumped in and got her for $9,000. 

“After I signed the ticket, I had a veteri¬ 
narian look at her and he came back with 
a long face,” recalled Hart. “He said, T 
wish you’d spoken to me before you bid, 
because she toes in pretty badly.’ Well, after 
she went into training with Bill, that never 
seemed to be a problem.” 


Noble Maz began her career with a 
bang, breaking her maiden in her first 
start at Parx in April 2009 as a 3-year-old. 
The following year, she won three races, 
including the Mrs. Penny at 5 furlongs 
on the turf. In 2011 she annexed the Mr. 
Jenney, at 5 furlongs on the main track, as 
a 5-year-old. 

The Mr. Jenney was especially impres¬ 
sive, given that Noble Maz was facing colts 
and geldings, and speed-popped them right 
out of the gate. Kendrick Carmouche sent 
her to the front and she never looked back, 
setting the pace just off the rail, losing the 
lead briefly (like her son would do a few 
years later) in midstretch to a pesky Just 
Don, and then wrestling her way back to 
the front at the wire to post a head victory 
in :57.66. 

“Although she toed in really badly, she 
was a stone runner,” recalled McCarthy, 
who has been training at Parx Racing since 
1977. “And five-eighths-of-a-mile on the 
turf was her game. She’d go out and post 
fractions of :21 and :44 without even get¬ 
ting out of first gear. Every time you put a 
bridle on her she’d try her best. Plus, she was 
a very nice mare to be around in the barn.” 

Hart said scheduling paid dividends 
for the mare, who was bred by Dr. Mark 
Rayburg. 

“I always gave her every winter off in 
South Carolina, and when she started her 
6-year-old season it became apparent that 
she didn’t want to race anymore,” said 
Hart. “I talked to a few bloodstock agents 
and they told me she had no value as a 
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Noble Maz returns 
after winning her 
first stakes, the 2010 
Mrs. Penny, at Parx.

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broodmare. I didn’t want to get into breed¬ 
ing, so I put her in a claiming race at Parx.” 

Risked for $25,000 on Oct. 13, 2012, 
Noble Maz got claimed by trainer John 
Servis on behalf of his Joshtylane Farm 
and was later retired and sold to WinStar 
Farm as a broodmare prospect. The power¬ 
house Kentucky breeding farm sent Noble 
Maz to its stallion Cal Nation, then stand¬ 
ing at Country Life Farm in Maryland. In 
2014, she foaled the filly Noble Nation at 
Country Life and then moved to Kentucky 
where her next foal was Noble Indy. 

“My wife Leslie and I used to go out to 
WinStar to visit Noble Maz and her colt, 
and I followed his progress,” said Hart. 
“I wanted to bid on him at the Keeneland 
September sale, but the bidding was out of 
my price range.” 

Consigned for WinStar by Denali Stud, 
Noble Indy did not meet his reserve at 
$45,000 and began his racing career with 
Pletcher at Gulfstream Park Dec. 3. He won 
that debut by almost 9 lengths, prompting 
owner Mike Repole to become a partner 
with WinStar, and added an allowance at 
Gulfstream Jan. 11. Next came a third in 


the Grade 2 Risen Star at Fair Grounds in 
February. Pletcher added blinkers for the 
Louisiana Derby, and his horse delivered. 

Hart cheered him every step of the way. 
Hart said Noble Indy looks a lot like Noble 
Maz — a bay with similar white markings. 

McCarthy agreed, saying, “Noble Maz 
was a big, strong mare—she looked like 
a colt. And you can see the resemblance 
between her and Noble Indy in their 
heads.” 

In a sad twist to an otherwise happy 
tale, Noble Maz died while foaling in 
2017. She leaves behind a 2-year-old filly 
by Revolutionary, who sold last year at 
Keeneland September for $10,000 to Valle 
Las Palmas/J. Zulaica and was a $110,000 
buyback at this year’s Barretts April sale. 

Hart and his wife and McCarthy helped 
pay tribute to Noble Maz by presenting the 
trophy for the Noble Maz Purse at Parx 
late last summer-putting the game mare in 
the winner’s circle one more time. 

And now there’s a chance at anoth¬ 
er chapter. Country Life Farm’s general 
manager Christy Holden said that Noble 
Nation—a winner at Charles Town last 


fall for owner Helen Marshall and trainer 
Kieron Magee—will be bred to the farm’s 
freshman stallion Divining Rod this year. 

“Noble Maz was the best horse I ever 
owned,” said Hart. “She won two $100,000 
stakes for me, and I never thought I’d even 
win one.” 

While in Florida this winter, Hart visited 
Noble Indy at Pletcher’s barn. The owner 
said he thought it was a good omen that 
last year’s Kentucky Derby winner, Always 
Dreaming, was only a few stalls away. 

Hart will be rooting hard for Noble 
Indy to win the 144th Derby—and not just 
because of Noble Maz. 

“Before Noble Indy made his first start 
in December, I got 125-1 on him in the 
Derby future book,” said Hart. “And I have 
an $80 ticket.” ^

Everest Stables wins stakes with 
homebred 3-year-old V. I. P. Code

E verest Stables homebred V. I. P. Code, 
the second-longest shot in a field 
of seven at 35-1, swept to the lead 
turning for home and powered down the 
stretch to spring a $74.40 upset in the 
$100,000 Private Terms at Laurel Park 
March 17. 

The 29th running of the Private Terms 
for 3-year-olds, run at about lVi6 miles, 
was the last of five stakes worth a total of 
$450,000 in purses highlighting an 11-race 
St. Patrick’s Day program. 

Making his third start this year and fifth 
straight in a stakes, V. I. P. Code earned 
his first stakes victory after completing the 
distance in 1:44.62 over a fast main track 
to win by three-quarters of a length. Forest 
Fire, who tussled briefly with the winner 
at the head of the stretch, held on for 
second by another three-quarters over late- 
running 61-1 long shot Dynamic Asset. 


Multiple stakes-winner Still Having 
Fun, the 3-5 favorite, made a brief bid to 
contend in mid-stretch after running last 
early but wound up fourth. 

V. I. P. Code’s best stakes finish came 
when second in the 1-mile Awad on 
Belmont Park’s turf course last fall. He was 
well-beaten in the 1 %-mile Remsen-G2 to 
cap his juvenile campaign, and was third 
and fifth, respectively, in Laurel’s first two 
races for sophomores this year, the Frank 
Whiteley Jan. 27 and Miracle Wood Feb. 
17, the latter contested on an off track. 

“The credit has to go to the owner, 
Jeff Nielsen. I didn’t want to run the horse 
today,” winning trainer Phil Schoenthal 
said. “I wanted to run in a grass race and 
Jeff said, 'No, no, let’s give it another shot.’” 

It paid off, as the son of City Zip won 
for the third time in nine starts. Everest 
Stables bred and raced V. I. P. Code’s 


stakes-winning dam Oro Blanco, who won 
three times and placed in the Grade 1 Oak 
Leaf at Santa Anita in 2008. Her other 
two foals to race are three-time winner 
and $181,098-earner Girls and Guns and 
seven-time winner Thrill Show. 

OTHER HOLIDAY STAKES ACTION 

■ Edward Bruzek’s Smokinpaddylassie 
upset Limited View in the $100,000 
Beyond the Wire Stakes for 3-year-old 
fillies. Ridden by John Bisono for trainer 
Eddie Coletti Jr., Smokinpaddylassie hit 
the wire in 1:38.02 over a fast main track 
in her first start beyond 6 furlongs. It was 
2% lengths back to Limited View, the 9-5 
favorite in a field of eight, who held on by 
a length for second over Mo Shopping. 

It was the third win in as many races 
for Pennsylvania-bred Smokinpaddylassie, 
who debuted with a maiden triumph last 
July and didn’t run again until a 4%-length 
open allowance triumph Feb. 10. Both her 
previous victories came in front-running 
fashion at Parx. 

■ Stronach Stable’s Grade 3-winning 
sprinter Something Awesome stretched 
out to F/b miles and made it look easy 
with a 2 !4-length victory in the $100,000 
Harrison E. Johnson Memorial for 3-year- 
olds and up. 

The homebred son of Breeders’ Cup 
Classic-Gl winner Awesome Again, get¬ 
ting his fourth win in his last five starts, 
captured the 7-furlong General George-G3 
in his previous outing in February. 

Something Awesome was alert from 
his rail post and settled in a stalking posi¬ 
tion on the inside behind pacesetting 
Doyouknowsomething through a quarter- 
mile in :24.42 and a half in :47.97. Jockey 
Edgar Prado steered the 7-year-old geld¬ 
ing outside leaving the backstretch and 
assumed the lead without resistance, then 
pulled away under a hand ride. 

Zanotti, the 9-5 favorite who won 
Aqueduct’s Queens County Stakes in late 
December, overcame a slow start to get up 
for second, 3% lengths ahead of second- 
choice Discreet Lover. 

It was an emotional win for trainer 
Jose Corrales, who took over the train¬ 
ing of Something Awesome last October, 
coming in front of a multitude of friends 
and family. Something Awesome had run 
as far as lYu miles only four times in 22 
previous starts, just twice on dirt, finishing 
third twice. 

“He’s a pretty nice horse. Edgar rode 
a very good race,” Corrales said. “I’m so

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blessed, not only for the horse but I have 
my mother here with me and that never 
really happens too much. She’s visiting 
today, and I’m very happy for that.” 

■ Linda Zang’s Maryland homebred 
Lewis field briefly gave up the lead nearing 
the stretch but fought back to outrun mul¬ 
tiple stakes winner Struth and hold off 
late-running It’s the Journey in the $75,000 
Not For Love for Maryland-bred/sired 
3-year-olds and up by a length. 

It was the fifth win from seven starts 
and first in a stakes for Lewis field, who 
ran 6 furlongs in 1:09.13 under Arnaldo 
Bocachica for trainer Jeff Runco. 

The 4-year-old Great Notion geld¬ 
ing found another gear when asked by 
Bocachica and dug in to edge clear as It’s 
the Journey found his best stride late. 

“He’s pretty good. He’s really coming 
into himself right now,” Runco said. “We 
had to kind of bounce him out of there a 
little bit today being down on the inside so 
I told Arnaldo in the paddock to let him 
bounce out of there and put him up there 
close or put him on the lead. He’s game, 
he’s always going to give it his all.” 

■ No Guts No Glory Farm’s Anna’s 
Bandit earned her third consecutive vic¬ 
tory and first in a stakes, splitting horses 
approaching the eighth pole and sprint¬ 
ing clear to a 3 3 A-length triumph in the 
$75,000 Conniver for Maryland-bred/sired 
fillies and mares. 



Bred in West Virginia by her train¬ 
er John “Jerry” Robb, the daughter of 
Maryland sire Great Notion ran 7 furlongs 
in 1:24.77. She Rolls held on for second 
by a neck in a three-way photo over 6-5 
favorite My Magician, who broke a step 
slow and trailed early before rallying late. 

Anna’s Bandit broke her maiden first 
out at 2, in May 2016 at Laurel, and fin¬ 
ished third and second, respectively, in the 
Astoria and Debutante Stakes before being

sidelined. She didn’t race again for nearly 
15 months until last September but has 
won four of seven starts since. 

“She had a really severe injury and she 
was off a long time and I kind of babied 
her all the way back, taking it a step at a 
time,” said Robb. “Hopefully, we keep 
going.” It was the second win on the card 
for the team of Robb and jockey Xavier 
Perez, who has been aboard for all three of 
the filly’s recent wins. ^

Moving Up 

Claims Mr Brioni, Fancy Is My Name 
fuel big month for Bush Racing Stable

T he Bush Racing Stable, run by the 
father-son duo of David and Bryan 
Bushey, enjoyed an outstanding 
March at Penn National, highlighted by a 
vault to the top of the owners’ standings 
thanks to some horses acquired inexpen¬ 
sively via the claim box. 

Through racing of April 5, the stable 
recorded eight wins from 32 starts (25 
percent) with its runners finishing in the 
top three 56 percent of the time. Two 
horses that showed marked improvement 
after being claimed for $5,000 each were 
Pennsylvania-breds Mr Brioni, who won all 
four starts through March 15, and Fancy Is 
My Name, a winner in allowance company. 

Mr Brioni, claimed by Bush Racing and 
trainer Lester Stickler Jr. Dec. 13 at Penn 
National out of a race in which the geld¬ 
ing finished sixth, made his first start for 
his new connections Feb. 1 and reeled off 
four in a row. In his most recent victory 
March 15, he was subsequently claimed 
by trainer Sandee Martin for $10,000. All 
told, the son of Jump Start earned $53,704 
for Bush. 

Fancy Is My Name was claimed by 
Bush Racing Nov. 4, and the daughter of 
Wiseman’s Ferry was immediately jumped 
up to restricted allowance company. She 
earned back her purchase price with a sec¬ 
ond Dec. 9, despite getting hit by the gate 
door when it bounced back after opening. 

Three additional allowance starts fol¬ 
lowed before the 5-year-old mare’s victory 
March 23, in which she bobbled at the 
break of the 5V2-furlong event, recovered 
and engaged in a long duel with Flattering 
Ruby before edging away to win by three- 
quarters and earn $18,960. 

£C It’s been a really nice start to the year, 
especially with Mr Brioni,” said David 
Bushey. “And Fancy Is My Name was 
finally able to put it all together for us. It’s 
a team effort on claims, with myself, my 


Dad, and Lester Stickler talking almost 
daily about potential claims, what we like, 
what we don’t like about them, and then 
making a decision to drop the slip. It’s 
always nice when you can pay so little 
[$5,000] and score a big purse.” 

Last year the stable finished tied for 
sixth in the owners’ standings at Penn 
National with 17 wins and earnings of 
$357,374. 

■ Pennsylvania stallion Weigelia has 
earned a reputation for siring tough, sound 
horses who earn their keep year after year. 
Two—Cash is King and LC Racing’s Patty 
Mac’s Girl and Ronald Snider’s Built That 
Way—found the winner’s circle in March 
allowance races. 

Patty Mac’s Girl, a 3-year-old filly out 
of the Caveat mare Legal Kat, collected 
the second win of her career in an allow¬ 
ance for Pennsylvania-breds at 6 furlongs 
March 9. 

After breaking her maiden at Parx Dec. 
12, Patty Mac’s Girl finished fourth in an 
Aqueduct allowance Dec. 29, followed by 
another fourth in a Parx allowance Feb. 10 
after breaking slowly, both against open 
company. 

Trainer Butch Reid, who has had much 
success training the progeny of Weigelia, 
then shipped the filly to Penn National, 
where she led at every call to win by 3/4 
lengths. 

Patty Mac’s Girl, co-bred by Stephen 
Quick’s St. Omer’s Farm and WynOaks 
Farm, hails from the female family of 
Kattegat’s Pride, one of St. Omer’s founda¬ 
tion mares. As a racemare, Kattegat’s Pride 
won 10 stakes, including the Gallorette 
Handicap-G3, and earned $511,812. Bred 
to Spend a Buck, she produced Kattebuck, 
her only daughter and Patty Mac’s Girl’s 
second dam. Kattebuck in turn produced 
millionaire Silmaril and unraced Legal Kat. 


In addition to Patty Mac’s Girl, Legal 
Kat has also produced $174,617-earner 
Allen’s Kat and $136,886-earner Lil Gem 
and five other winners from five start¬ 
ers. Patty Mac’s Girl’s half-sister Katarica 
Disco (by Disco Rico) is the dam of three 
Weigelia runners who have earned more 
than $400,000, led by stakes winner Fat 
Kat and graded stakes-placed Disco Rose. 

The 4-year-old gelding Built That 
Way has made all 12 starts at Penn 
National, winning four times, including 
a Pennsylvania-bred allowance at 1 mile 
and 70 yards March 15. Built That Way’s 
dam Dowhatyourbigsisdo is a full-sister to 
multiple stakes winner and graded stakes- 
placed Lexi Star, an earner of $605,424. 

Weigelia, who stands for $3,500 at 
WynOaks Farm in Delta, Pa., sports a life¬ 
time average earnings per starter of more 
than $77,000. 

NOTES: Not Fake News gave his pari¬ 
mutuel supporters a welcome dose of 
reality as he lived up to his even-mon¬ 
ey betting favoritism with a gate-to-wire 
romp in a maiden special weight March 
3. The Kentucky-bred 3-year-old son of 
Overanalyze made his debut last summer 
at Saratoga and won at Penn National 
for Blackjack Stable and trainer Dimitrios 
Synnefias. . . After some rough winter 
weather forced the cancellation of 10 
cards in the first two months of the year, 
Penn National missed just one card in 
March (scrapping the card of March 2 due 
to inclement conditions). Eric Johnston, 
the director of racing operations at the 
Grantville oval, said that, despite the 11 
cancellations, overall handle has seen a 
slight uptick. . . Penn National Gaming 
took one step closer to completing its pro¬ 
posed takeover of Pinnacle Entertainment, 
as the Wyomissing-based gaming company 
received approval March 22 from two state- 
level regulatory bodies for the transaction. 
The Pennsylvania Gaming Control Board 
and the West Virginia Lottery Commission 
signed off on the $2.8 billion deal. The 
finalized deal will boost Penn National’s 
holdings to 41 properties in 20 jurisdic¬ 
tions throughout North America. W

Dixie Serenade fuels 2018 success 
for Hutt, Uptowncharlybrown Stud

B ob Hutt celebrated a big win by 
Dixie Serenade in a $59,560 allow¬ 
ance race March 6 at Parx Racing, a 
victory for his Fantasy Lane Stable and the 
Uptowncharlybrown Stud he leads. 

Dixie Serenade is the latest promising 
runner sired by Uptowncharlybrown, a son 
of Limehouse who stands in Pennsylvania 
at Glenn Brok’s Diamond B Farm. The bay 
filly, bred by Hutt’s Fantasy Lane Stable, 
has made all but one of her eight starts 
at Parx Racing, earning $126,520. Hutt is 
also the president of Uptowncharlybrown 
Stud, the owner of the filly out of the 
Malibu Moon mare Moonlight Serenade. 

“Dixie Serenade is yet another sen¬ 
sational Uptowncharlybrown,” said Hutt, 
who indicated stakes races are in her future. 
“Her preferred racing style is to lag behind 
the field early, then unleash her powerful 
late closing kick. Two of Dixie’s losses, 
in which she placed, have been to her 
undefeated stablemate Smokinpaddylassie, 
already a stakes winner. So we need to learn 
whether Dixie is more than just a closing 
sprinter.” 

Trained by Eddie Coletti Jr., Dixie 
Serenade came into the allowance after 
back-to-back late-running seconds in 
allowance races Dec. 11 and Feb. 10. She 
and jockey Mychel Sanchez closed from 
sixth place of seven after the opening 
half-mile of her March 6 victory going 6 V 2 
furlongs, running down Spanky late to win 
by a half length. 

Dixie Serenade is a full-sister to multiple 
winner True Sweetheart, from Uptown- 
charlybrown’s first crop. Moonlight 
Serenade is out of Madame X Ski, a stakes- 
winning daughter of Polish Numbers 
and full sister to Grade 1 winner and 
$524,710-earner Tenski. 

Uptowncharlybrown sired eight win¬ 
ners from 10 starters and career earners of 
$603,756 through April 5, resulting in aver¬ 
age earnings per starter of $60,376, all from 


a stud fee of $1,500. His leading earner is 
stakes-placed Midtowncharlybrown, win¬ 
ner of six of 11 starts and $173,588. 

■ Trainer John Servis enjoyed a productive 
winter and early spring at Parx, winning 
16 of 58 races. He ranked second in the 
trainers’ standings, just two behind Patricia 
Farro, through April 5. Servis won 26 of 
99 starts overall through that same date 
with earnings of more than $ 1.2 million. 

Servis’ main victories at Parx in March 
included allowance scores by D. J. Stable’s 
Degrom (a 4-year-old half-brother to 
Horse of the Year Point Given) March 17 
and Main Line Racing Stable’s undefeat¬ 
ed 3-year-old Smarty Jones colt Midnight 
Poker March 5. 

Stakes winners trained by Servis this 
year include Ms Locust Point, who cap¬ 
tured the Barbara Fritchie Stakes-G2, and 
Miss Inclusive, winner of the Maryland 
Racing Media Stakes, both on the Feb. 17 
card at Laurel Park, and Jimmy Winkfield 
Stakes winner A Different Style. 

I Speaking of Servis and Farro, Beamer 
Stable’s 4-year-old gelding Papa Jones has 
benefitted from both trainers, having start¬ 
ed his career in the Servis barn in 2016 for 
his owner/breeder Pat Chapman, and then 
being claimed by Farro for $12,500 out of 
a winning effort Jan. 23. 

He’s since finished second while in 
for a $25,000 tag Feb. 24 for his new 
connections, then won an allowance for 
Pennsylvania-breds March 12. In that 
1-mile and 70-yard event, it appeared 
Papa Jones was backpedaling rather than 
advancing toward the early leader Dennis’ 
Diamond. At the top of the stretch, under 
strong handling by Roberto Rosado, Papa 
Jones summoned a wide rally and charged 
past that tiring rival late, with Pinatubo also 
closing for second. 

A son of Smarty Jones out of the Con¬ 
cern mare Last Toots, Papa Jones is a full- 


brother to stakes-placed $255,100-earn¬ 
er Someday Jones and five-time winner 
and $237,595-earner Neshaminy, and a 
half-brother to seven-time winner and 
$259,363-earner Parvenu. The March 12 
win boosted his earnings to $102,370 from 
12 starts. 

Although Smarty Jones no longer stands 
in Pennsylvania, having been relocated to 
Calumet Farm in Kentucky, Chapman still 
patronizes her champion, who won two- 
thirds of the Triple Crown in 2004. 

“I’m expecting three Smarty Jones foals 
this spring and will be going back to him 
with four mares,” said Chapman. 

Chapman, who races under the stable 
banner Someday Farm, was the sixth lead¬ 
ing breeder in Pennsylvania in 2017, earn¬ 
ing $256,529 in combined breeder and 
stallion awards.

Symphony, a 6 -year-old Pennsylvania- 
bred daughter of Fairbanks, recorded the 
eighth win of her 40-start career when she 
triumphed in an open allowance March

J udging by the response of those 
connected with twin sons of West 
Virginia stallion Denis of Cork after 
the geldings made their career debuts in 
the same race, the outcome was nowhere 
near as important as the fact they made it 
into the starting gate. 

Some of those on hand at Hollywood 
Casino at Charles Town Races the eve¬ 
ning of April 6 attended to see history 
in the making. It’s not uncommon for a 
Thoroughbred mare to be pregnant with 
twins, but it is for the mare to carry them 
to full term. It’s even tougher for both to 
survive, let alone remain healthy enough to 
be put into training. 

But make it to the races and make their 
first starts in the same race? More than 
one person at Charles Town said they had 
never seen it before, and won’t see it again. 

Mr. Ping and Mr. Pong—the former is 
two minutes older—are owned and were 
bred by John P. “Jack” Casey out of the 
Domestic Dispute mare Washingtonian. 
Sire Denis of Cork, who finished third 
in the Kentucky Derby-G1 and second in 
the Belmont Stakes-Gl in 2008, stands at 
Taylor Mountain Farm. 

The blaze-faced twins were foaled at 
Avonwood Farm near Charles Town, and 
it wasn’t a surprise that owner Amanda 
Morro and members of her staff were 
among those crowded around the paddock 
as Mr. Ping and Mr. Pong were saddled. 
The twins have left an impression on those 
involved in their development. 

“[Washingtonian] is a big mare, so there 
were no real concerns about her having 
twins,” Morro said. “There were some 
issues, but they were foaled right on time.” 

“The mare had no C-section; she foaled 
naturally,” said Cindy Tucker Curtis, wife 
of trainer Larry Curtis. “And the twins had 
no nurse mare. Both of them had certain 
issues of course, but they overcame them.” 

Mr. Ping and Mr. Pong learned their 
lessons at the Middleburg Training Center 
in neighboring Virginia. Jeff Murphy, who 
rides in steeplechase races, broke the twins. 
Mr. Pong was a little harder to work with 
he said. Amy Chadduck worked with Mr. 
Ping, who Murphy said was the “quiet” 
one. 

“They both trained normally,” Cindy 
Curtis said. “We didn’t do anything differ¬ 
ent with them. They were very attached to 
each other—after the six months they were 
weaned, they still remembered each other.” 

Mr. Ping, ridden by Luis Rodriguez, and 
Mr. Pong, ridden by Guillermo Rodriguez, 
were both entered for a $12,500 tag in the 
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maiden-claiming event for West Virginia- 
bred 3-year-olds. They broke toward the 
back in the six-horse field in the 4V 2 -fur¬ 
long race and gradually made up some 
ground in the stretch. 

Mr. Pong finished fifth and Mr. Ping 
sixth, 6 V 2 and 7 lengths, respectively, 
behind the victorious Addi’s Guy. 

“They both looked a little green,” Curtis 
said. “I think the start cost Mr. Ping a few 
lengths, but they both did what we asked 
them to do. They were first-time starters, 
but they behaved. And they have the pedi¬ 
gree to go longer.” 

Casey, who was pleased to see them 
both race, said it was suggested to him to 
name the twins “Stop” and “Go,” but that 
didn’t sit well with him so he opted for 
“Ping” and “Pong.” Eventually “Mr.” was 
added to both names. 

“We made a deal with The Jockey Club 
because this is so rare,” Casey said. 


If the twins are smaller than the aver¬ 
age Thoroughbred, it’s hardly noticeable. 
They’ve certainly come a long way, as 
Casey noted Mr. Pong was 70 pounds at 
birth and Mr. Ping only 25 pounds; their 
combined weight was a bit less than the 
average foal at birth. 

“Larry Curtis did a phenomenal job 
training them,” Casey said. “They were 
very attached to each other, so they had to 
be separated and breeze with other horses. 
I’m really happy they got here. I’m really 
very proud of them.” 

The twins generated media coverage 
both locally and internationally. The atten¬ 
tion was welcomed by officials at Charles 
Town, which was hit with a rough winter 
of live racing cancellations, and it came 
roughly two weeks before the track hosted 
its lucrative Charles Town Classic pro¬

Balance the Budget opens big lead, 
overpowers field in Gr. 1 Colonial Cup

J ulie Gomena held her hand over her 
heart as she bounded down the stairs 
of the Springdale Race Course grand¬ 
stand. She kept her hand there, like she 
was tapping a piano key. Robert Bonnie, 
Gomena’s husband, held his phone to his 
ear, talking a little and listening a lot. 
“Mom,” Bonnie whispered to a friend. 
There was no doubt. 

Bonnie’s father, Ned, lifelong steeple¬ 
chase supporter and distinguished racing 
attorney/leader/regulator, had died March 
17, two weeks before the Colonial Cup. 

Apdy, his family placed his ashes in a 
steeplechase trophy from the Hard Scuffle 
Races, the one won by veteran Buckley 
Man, and said goodbye. Nine days later, 
Balance the Budget, owned by Ned and 
Nina Bonnie’s Stonelea Farm, bellowed 
hello and didn’t dare utter goodbye in a 
high-pressure game of first-one-to-the- 
flnish-line in the $150,000 Colonial Cup- 
G1 in Camden, S.C., March 31. 

“Oh man, he would have loved that,” 
Bonnie said, walking back to the paddock. 
“He would have loved that.” 

Ned Bonnie loved racing, loved steeple¬ 
chasing, loved his children, hell, he loved 
Balance the Budget, a heart-on-your-sleeve 
throwback making his 25th start over hur¬ 
dles and 46th career start. 

Redesigned and rescheduled as the 
spring’s first Grade 1 stakes, the Marion 
duPont Scott Colonial Cup was shortened 
from 2% miles to 2 3 /s miles and moved 
from November to March, which placed 
it just on the edge of Balance the Budget’s 
wheelhouse. 

“I thought it sounded like a great idea,” 
Gomena said. 

Well, 214 miles would have sounded bet¬ 
ter but the flat, fast course and early date 
were bugle calls to the 9-year-old Bellamy 
Road gelding. 

The free-running, high-cruising front¬ 
runner and his pedal-to-the-metal jockey 
Mark Watts have managed to win a Grade 
2 going 2% miles and a handicap hurdle 
going 214 miles. But a Grade 1 stakes going 
2 3 /s. . . now that would push the envelope 
to the edge. 


Balance the Budget controls the pace 
in the Colonial Cup, his fourth consecutive 
season-opening win. 
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The Kentucky-bred launched to an 
early lead while his rivals allowed it to hap¬ 
pen, filing like they were trying not to be 
called by a teacher. In a matter of strides, 
Balance the Budget opened 10 lengths, 
which quickly and effortlessly went to 20, 
then ballooned to 30. By the time the field 
passed the stands, Balance the Budget 
looked to be going the same speed as his 
five rivals, it was just that he was a furlong 
closer to the wire. The alacrity early took 
its toll, but Watts managed to hold Balance 
the Budget together to stave off slow- 
to-rise rallies from Zanjabeel (GB) and 
Schoodic. For anybody rooting for Balance 
the Budget, the first 2 miles were joyful, 
the last 2 furlongs were agonizing. 

“We assumed they would want us to take 
it out there, but I was telling Mark, at some 
point in this race, we’re going to have to let 
this horse take a breather, he’s not a true 
two-and-three-eighths horse, if we can 
walk out for the first half-mile or just find 
a breather. . .” Bonnie said. “If it’s a mile 
sprint at the end or a half-mile sprint, we 
lose. They gave us 10 lengths at the start. 
Around the turn, I said the real test is going 
to come, but it never came, they never got 
to him.” 

Balance the Budget, a well-traveled 
flat horse, notched his sixth hurdle win 
since joining Gomena’s barn after being 
claimed for $16,000 at Churchill Downs 
in 2013. His steeplechase career started 
at Springdale in March 2014. For four 
consecutive years, he has won his seasonal 
debut-a stakes at Aiken in 2015, a stakes 
at Camden in 2016, a handicap at Tryon in 
2017 and now the Grade 1 in 2018. 

“He’s a one-paced wonder but his pace 
is pretty darn fast,” Gomena said. “I was 
worried about [the distance], I didn’t know 
how it would suit him. We talked to Mark 
about slowing the pace down but that’s 
not going to happen. It works, what are we 
supposed to do?” 

For Gomena, put her hand to her heart 
and hope for the best. For Bonnie, talk to 
his mother and think of his father. 

I Personal Start upset the Carolina Cup, 
a race before the Colonial Cup. Owned 
and bred by Maggie Bryant and trained by 
Richard Valentine, the 7-year-old did it the 
same way Balance the Budget did, wiring 
seven rivals over the quick inner loop of 
the $75,000 novice stakes. 

Breaking out in his 13th career hur¬ 
dle start, the son of Jump Start jumped

with aggression and galloped with res¬ 
olution to hold off No Wunder (GB) 
and New Member (Ire), improving his 
record to 2-for-2 for jockey Barry John 
Foley. The Irishman met Personal Start 
last fall, winning a rich allowance race at 
the International Gold Cup in the same 
front-running style. 

“He’s been training great but I woke up 
in the middle of the night and said, ‘If he’s 
fourth, it’ll be a good run.’ He’s shown 
glimpses that he wants to be a good horse, 
but mentally he’s never got it together, his 
jumping is good but it was too ballsy in the 
beginning. Mentally he’s matured and that’s 
helped everything,” Valentine said. “We 
thought this was possible because of how 
well he worked, he can work with anything 
we have. I’m surprised that he won against 
those horses, but if you’re going to take a 
shot at a race like this, it’s probably better 
to do it at this time of year.” 

Bred in Kentucky by Bryant from her 
Personal Flag mare Personal Doreen, the 
winner withstood a claim of foul by sec¬ 
ond-place finisher No Wunder for interfer¬ 
ence at the second-last. 

■ Trainer Ricky Hendriks began the 2018 
season with purpose, winning with three 
of his first 11 starters, including a maiden 
hurdle at the Carolina Cup meet with Sail 
Ahoy, a half-brother to Grade 1 winner 
Point of Entry. Bred and raced on the flat 


by the Phipps Stable, the 5-year-old son 
of Bernardini made three starts in graded 
company as a 2-year-old in 2015. 

I Hall of Fame trainer Jonathan Sheppard 
led the standings with four wins from his 
first 13 starts, including a one-two finish 
in the Life’s Illusion Stakes for fillies and 
mares at the Carolina Cup. Pram bested 
Stalled, both Pennsylvania-bred mares 
owned and co-bred by Sheppard. 

I The Georgia Steeplechase ran its inau¬ 
gural meet at the traditional Atlanta Stee¬ 
plechase course in Kingston, Ga., April 7. 
The Fields Stable’s Barnacle Bill (Ire) won 
the allowance feature for trainer Elizabeth 
Voss and jockey Jack Doyle, who led the 
standings with three wins in the first three 
weeks. 

■ Pennsylvania-bred Able Archer won the 
feature at the Aiken Steeplechase March 24, 
scoring by 1014 lengths in a handicap hur¬ 
dle for Sheppard and KMSN Stable. The 
son of Eskendereya and the Point Given 
mare Fareena broke his maiden on the flat 
at Penn National in 2016 and picked up his 
second hurdle win. 

■ Bullet Train (GB) sired two hurdle win¬ 
ners early in the season, with Change of 
View at Aiken and Bullet Star at Georgia, 
both 4-year-olds from the stallion’s first 
crop. The half-brother to superstar Frankel 
began his stallion career in Kentucky, but 
was relocated to Ireland in 2017.

Day’s 

Simple Bay 

Virginia-bred Wolverton finds home 
in show ring after flat ; hurdle success

E veryone loves a comeback story, 
but when the story is that of a part¬ 
nership between a person and an 
animal the comeback takes on new mean¬ 
ing based on trust, perseverance and some¬ 
times failure. Taking a racehorse off the 
track is not a simple transition, walls need 
to be broken and rebuilt. Emily Day and 
her now 10-year-old gelding Wolverton 
built their story on trust. 

Emily and her husband Jimmy, a trainer 
based in Virginia, spent $5,000 to claim 
Wolverton from trainer Reid Nagle at 
Colonial Downs in 2012. At that point, the 
Virginia-bred had won three of 18 starts in 
a flat career of moderate achievement for 
breeder C. Oliver Iselin, trainer Ferris Allen 
and others. 

The Days figured they could turn the 
son of Not For Love into a steeplechaser, 
and run him on the turf at Colonial too, 
and took him home to their farm in White 
Post, Va. 

“We did a lot of training in the coun¬ 
tryside with him,” Emily Day said. “He 
was a quite nervous horse, so we worked 
on really getting him to relax and build up 
his confidence.” 

For the Days, Wolverton won his hurdle 
debut at Virginia Fall in October 2012 
and scored twice more on the flat at 
Colonial Downs and Penn National in 
2013. Claimed out of the second win, he 
languished through eight starts with train¬ 
ers Stephanie and Cody Beattie. His best 


finish was a sixth (in a six-horse field) for 
$7,500, and he was distanced twice. 

“I was really worried about him,” Day 
said about the claim. “We had put a lot of 
time and effort into getting him to relax 
and strengthen up, eat better and enjoy his 
job. He really came around and ran very 
well both over jumps and on the flat for us. 
I had a terrible feeling knowing that he was 
going back to living full time at the track. 
I lay awake a lot of nights thinking about 
how he was doing, because he was running 
badly and running often.” 

Finally, Day was able to buy back her 
horse and bring him home in summer 
2014. And Wolverton came back to the 
farm. He ran once more, placing fourth on 
the flat at Great Meadow that fall. 

From 36 starts on the flat and over 
jumps, Wolverton earned $111,039. He 
won six races, and placed in eight others. 
But a new career beckoned, and Day didn’t 
waste any time. 

“We were lucky, the end of his racing 
career was not marked by a soundness 
issue, but due to complications from his 
tie-back surgery,” she said. “Compared 
to some other steeplechase horses that I 
have retrained, the training curve was not 
as drastic. Wolverton is a quick learner and 
a very careful jumper, everything came 
naturally to him. He is very mindful of his 
body parts and was that way running over 
hurdles.” 


A strong jump and speed are essential 
for stadium jumpers. Horses can compete 
in different height divisions all with the 
same basic standard, the horse that clears 
the jumps and completes the course the 
fastest wins. Day trains with Joe Fargis, 
who won a gold medal at the 1984 Olympic 
Games in Los Angeles with Maryland-bred 
Thoroughbred Touch of Class. Day said 
Fargis has been essential to the retraining 
of Wolverton. 

“Wolverton is a real noticer, but it 
makes him jump up very nicely, because he 
doesn’t want to touch any of the jumps,” 
Day said. “Joe calls him shy, I call him a 
chicken. He’s not the kind of horse that 
goes in the ring and is very brave.” 

Fargis said Day and Wolverton make a 
good team. 

“Wolverton is a beautiful horse,” Fargis 
said. “He jumps in perfect form and he’s 
just a generous partner for Emily. He does 
everything she wants.” 

After competing in a couple local shows 
to help develop their partnership, they 
made their first sanctioned appearance in 
2016 at the Lexington Spring Premiere 
at the Virginia Horse Center. They took 
home three blue ribbons and placed com¬ 
petitively in several other divisions. 

Last year, in what Day called a surprise, 
Wolverton claimed the prestigious United 
States Hunter Jumper Association’s Zone 
3 champion Thoroughbred jumper award. 

In competition Wolverton has jumped 
up to a 1.10 meters or 3-foot-7. Day was 
working toward a goal of competing at the 
1.20 meter level before Wolverton had a 
serious accident. 

As every horse owner knows, unpre¬ 
dictable comes with the territory. While 
the Days were in Ireland in early January 
2018, Wolverton injured his left eye. They 
aren’t sure how or where it happened, 
but there was significant damage to the 
retina, enough where the whole eye had 
to be removed by veterinarians. Wolverton 
handled the injury better than his owner. 

“I think Wolverton did a lot better 
with losing an eye then I did,” said Day in 
March. “I literally just started riding him 
again following his surgery. The first day he 
was a little spooky, but by the second day 
he was much better. We trotted and can¬ 
tered him over a couple poles, just to feel 
him out and he was absolutely perfect.” 
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Eye injuries force horses to adjust, but 
are not necessarily career ending-no mat¬ 
ter the discipline. 

“Horses’ eyes aren’t like human eyes. 
Human eyes are connected, while in horses, 
their right eye could be looking backward 
while their left eye could be looking for¬ 
ward,” said Day. “He doesn’t actually need 
two eyes to have depth perception. One 
eye can do all the work.” 

Fargis spent the winter in Florida, but 
was eager to return to his Virginia farm to 
help continue with Wolverton’s training. 

“Emily Day will never give up. She will 
make it just like it was before Wolverton 
lost his eye,” Fargis said. “It will be inter¬ 
esting to work with a horse who has lost 
sight in one eye—I’ve never done that in 
my life. I know the horse is a very gener¬ 
ous, willing creature and loves doing what 
humans want him to do.” 

Day plans to continue showing her 
horse, a simple bay who turned out to be 
anything but simple. They share a story 
and a partnership. The goal is to get back 
to where they were before the accident, a 
task that will require consistent work and 
confidence building. 

“Fate has its way in making things 
concrete,” Day said. “I feel like there is a 
lesson in this for me, I was really freaked 
out about it all. Wolverton wasn’t wor¬ 
ried about how he looked or how anyone 
looked at him, he has just continued on 
with his life.”

Sent out by breeder/owner/trainer 
Elex Bowman, R and R Boy scored by a 
neck in the 4 1 /2-furlong maiden claimer, 
the fourth race in a row where he has 
finished third or better. He is the first 
winner from four starters for his dam 
Vino Rosa (by Good and Tough). 

Bowman stands That’s Rich at Cedar 
Rock Farm in Kearneysville, WVa. The 
12-year-old son of Chapel Royal was a 
stakes-placed earner of $197,675. In 29 
starts over five seasons, he won six times 
in New York and placed third in Belmont 
Park’s Mike Lee Stakes for New York- 
breds at 7 furlongs. 


He is a half-brother to three six-figure 
earners, led by Prize Taker ($208,838). 
Half-sister Psychiatry was stakes-placed 
and never off the board in four starts. His 
dam, juvenile winner That’s a Take, by 
Take Me Out, is a full-sister to Pay Atten¬ 
tion, a stakes-placed runner of $510,734. 

That’s Rich is also from the family of 
Zuppardo’s Love and graded stakes 
winner Hey Baba Lulu. 

Secret Getaway 

Retired New Jersey sire Secret Geta¬ 
way got his first winner from his only 
crop when 3-year-old New Jersey-bred 
filly Getaway’s Vow won a 1-mile maiden 
race at Penn National March 15. 

Bred and owned by Joel Weiner’s Law 
Legacy Stables, Getaway’s Vow scored by 
l 3 /4 lengths while racing for a $25,000 tag. 
Trained by Patricia Farro, the filly out of 


the winning Broken Vow mare Requested 
Vow had been second or third in four of 
her five outings leading up to the win. 

Secret Getaway sired four foals of 
2015 and last stood at Colonial Farms in 
Colts Neck for Weiner, but was pensioned 
due to fertility issues. 

The son of Skip Away is a multiple 
stakes winner and graded stakes-placed 
earner of $626,833. Campaigned by 
Weiner late in his career, the chestnut 
horse recorded many of his best races 
in the colors of Carmen Wilson’s Sand 
and Cee Stables while trained by Mike 
Stidham, whose assistant at the time was 
Joe Sharp. When Weiner was looking to 
find a home for his retired stallion, Sharp 
called to say he’d take him.

News from the Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association 



L obbying for and protecting your inter¬ 
ests in state legislatures doesn’t always 
come down to a win-or-lose situation. 
Bills can fail during one session only to 
pass in the next one, and bills that are 3-5 
on the tote board to sail through a legisla¬ 
tive body somehow fail to finish the race. 

From the racing industry’s standpoint, 
the 2018 Maryland General Assembly ses¬ 
sion was extremely successful on several 
fronts, in large part because of unanimity 
within the industry itself. It never hurts 
when representatives of five or six orga¬ 
nizations that sometimes have disparate 
interests show up to testify uniformly 
against or for a bill. 

Two pieces of legislation passed both 
houses of the General Assembly unani¬ 
mously, one dealing with the Interstate 
Anti-Doping and Drug-Testing Standards 
Compact and the other with the Maryland 
Jockey Injury Compensation Fund. As of 
this writing they were awaiting the signa¬ 
ture of Gov. Larry Hogan. 

Passage of the compact legislation was 
a very important step for at least the 
Mid-Atlantic and Northeast regions. With 
Maryland the offeror of the compact—it’s 
designed to facilitate simultaneous adop¬ 
tion of model rules previously approved 
by each state—it will take only one other 
state to pass the legislation for the compact 
to be activated; four others are currently 
working on having the bill introduced in 
their respective legislatures this year. 

The Jockey Injury Compensation Fund 
bill is only a few pages but it contains a key 
language change that, as of Oct. 1, 2018, 
will cover most jockeys for injuries sus¬ 
tained during training hours at racetracks 
and training facilities that fall under the 
Maryland Racing Commission’s jurisdic¬ 
tion. This will alleviate delays in treatment 
and receipt of compensation. 


Efficiency, peace 
lead to a productive 
legislative session

Neither bill could be considered con¬ 
troversial, which certainly helps in passage. 
But given the fact the typical state legisla¬ 
ture deals with hundreds of higher-profile 
bills during a session, it’s a credit to those 
who lobby for the industry that lawmakers 
were engaged enough to not only consider 
them but act on them. 

In neighboring West Virginia, where 
educating politicians on the economics of 
horse racing and breeding is a major chal¬ 
lenge for the industry, two important bills 
pushed primarily by horsemen’s groups 
broke on top by many lengths but pulled up 
midway through the race. 

The Senate unanimously passed bills 
that would authorize advance deposit 
wagering in the state and restore roughly 
$11 million a year in purse money at Thor¬ 
oughbred and Greyhound tracks that since 
2006 has been used to pay down a state 
workers’ compensation debt. The latter 
had major implications for Charles Town 
and Mountaineer, where purse money 
derived from video lottery terminal rev¬ 
enue is less than half what it was 10 years 
ago. 

The bill was sent to the House Finance 
Committee and never made it to the House 
floor. The ADW bill, which also had the 
support of the West Virginia Racing 
Commission and racetracks, died in the 
House Judiciary Committee. 

It wasn’t for lack of effort on the part 
of those who pushed for passage of the 
measures. It all came down to politics. But 
the fact the bills had that much support in 
the Senate could be a good sign for 2019. 

Back in Maryland, there was anoth¬ 
er positive legislative development that 
stemmed from the ability to regroup and 
go in another direction. 


In 2017, a bill that would have allowed 
the racing commission to hire an equine 
medical director, whose salary would be 
paid by the racing industry, was withdrawn 
from consideration at a time when the 
state was considering having the industry 
pay all the costs for racing regulation. 
This year, a similar bill was introduced but 
quietly withdrawn before it reached the 
hearing stage. 

Behind the scenes, however, propo¬ 
nents continued to pursue options, one 
of which was finding resources for the 
Maryland Racing Commission budget to 
cover the cost of hiring an equine medi¬ 
cal director. Thus, the individual would be 
paid by the state—and arguably be far more 
independent. Creation of the EMD posi¬ 
tion—New York, Kentucky and California 
are among the states with EMDs—has 
been strongly supported by the MTHA. 

As of mid-April, the racing commis¬ 
sion anticipated having the funds available 
to create the position, Executive Director 
Mike Hopkins said. 

Politics has a way of stymying legislative 
success —even when there is little or no 
discord within an industry. The climate in 
the statehouse can change year to year, so 
education and communication, along with 
lobbying, are paramount. 

But the 10-year agreement signed 
by Maryland stakeholders in December 
2012 has shadowed the progress made in 
Annapolis, at racetracks, and at breeding 
farms over the past five-plus years. There 
haven’t been legislative battles over the 
Purse Dedication Account or statutory 
revenue splits, and such peace—even if it is 
at times perceived rather than reality-isn’t 
lost on lawmakers.

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Thoroughbred Career 
Program set for second 
installment in 2018

As foaling season pro¬ 
duces a new and promising 
generation of racing stock, 
the Maryland Horse Industry 
Foundation hopes to launch 
a new generation of its own: 
college students interested 
in finding careers within the 
Thoroughbred industry Since 
the successful launch of the 
program last June, organizers 
spent the beginning of 2018 
accepting applications and 
preparing for the second run¬ 
ning of the Maryland Thor¬ 
oughbred Career Program, 
which will run from June 4-9, 
this year. 

While MHIF prepares for 
the new class, those who par¬ 
ticipated in the inaugural run¬ 
ning continue to make head¬ 
way, while taking what they 
learned from the Maryland 
industry with them each step 
of the way 

Reflecting on the experi¬ 
ence in the program last sum¬ 
mer, here are some highlights 
from the group: 

Tabitha Gregory, of Fred¬ 
erick, is finishing her junior 
year at the University of 
Maryland College Park, where 
she continues to pursue a de¬ 
gree in Animal Science. Since 
her experience in the MTCP, 
she has become a dedicated 
member in on-campus organi¬ 


zations such as the Maryland 
Equestrian Club and Block 
and Bridle. 

Gregory has also assist¬ 
ed with two equine research 
studies and plans to volunteer 
for a third this summer, while 
continuing to work as an as¬ 
sistant at the Maryland 4-H 
Foundation and as an employ¬ 
ee of the UMD Thoroughbred 
Breeding Program. 

Despite a busy schedule 
in and out of the classroom, 
Gregory has still managed 
to keep in touch with the in¬ 
dustry by enjoying races and 
betting at Laurel Park, while 
also keeping up with breeding 


news and following promi¬ 
nent sires and their offspring. 
Since her experience in 2017, 
Gregory has greater faith in 
her future aspirations. 

"Participating in this pro¬ 
gram further solidified my 
desire to become an equine 
nutritionist," she said. "It gave 
me a much greater appreci¬ 
ation for all of the other ca¬ 
reers one can have [in it], but 
reminded me where my true 
passion lies." 

Gregory hopes to gain a 
year-long internship at Ken¬ 
tucky Equine Research in 
Versailles, Ky. and afterward, 
plans to return to Maryland

to pursue a master's degree. 
She ultimately wants to serve 
in a position within the indus¬ 
try doing research, consult¬ 
ing, and/or teaching. As for 
her ideas of how the industry 
could get the younger gen¬ 
eration more involved, she 
said, "Take them on a tour 
of the farm, show them your 
training equipment and ex¬ 
plain why you use it, let them 
watch a horse be worked, etc. 
It's the things they can see, 
hear, smell, and experience 
that outweighs anything they 
could be taught in a lecture or 
classroom." 

Sidney Boots, of Lexing¬ 
ton, Ky., is set to graduate from 
the University of Kentucky 
this month and is spending 
her final months abroad stu¬ 
dent teaching in Australia. 


Boots will be receiving her 
degree in Agricultural Educa¬ 
tion, with a minor in Agricul¬ 
tural Economics. In addition, 
she is the Horse Racing Club 
president, a Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders Associa¬ 
tion member, and a Keeneland 
College Ambassador. Outside 
of the months she's spent 
abroad. Boots has remained 
in her positions for racing and 
sales at Keeneland, but plans 
to start looking for a full-time 
position in the industry once 
she graduates. 

Her experience within the 
MTCP gave her the confi¬ 
dence she needed to continue 
to explore the industry. "I got 
to see Winx race in Australia, 
and I had to pursue that op¬ 
portunity on my own. I got to 
shadow in the racing office at 


Keeneland, and I don't know 
that I would've pursued that 
chance without already hav¬ 
ing experienced the racing 
office in Maryland," she said. 
In the meantime, as she wades 
her way into more industry 
involvement, she maintains 
contact with MTCP's coordi¬ 
nator and leader, Jordyn Egan, 
as someone to go to for advice. 

Boots also reunited with 
connections at Country Life 
Farm at Keeneland sales. Al¬ 
though born and bred in Ken¬ 
tucky, she has a special place 
in her heart for Maryland and 
the efforts for getting more 
young people more involved 
in the industry, "I have really 
enjoyed seeing what Mary¬ 
land has done to attract youth, 
including youth days at the 
races and the MTCP itself. I 
think the Thoroughbred in¬ 
dustry in general can do a bet¬ 
ter job of marketing that they 
are willing to help young peo¬ 
ple get involved," she said. 

John Piassek, of Cranford, 
N.J., is wrapping up his senior 
year of college, graduating 
this spring from Loyola Uni¬ 
versity with a degree in Busi¬ 
ness Administration, with a 
Marketing concentration. Out¬ 
side of class, he remains active 
within the industry, particu¬ 
larly on the web, as the man¬ 
aging editor of Danonymous 
Racing, while also running the 
"This Week at Laurel" Twitter 
account. 

Along with his experience 
in MTCP last summer, he also 
worked for the New York Rac¬ 
ing Association during the 
2017 racing season, as a mem¬ 
ber of the "Bets Squad." In this 
position, he helped new cus¬ 
tomers learn more about horse 
racing, while answering ques¬ 
tions about their experiences. 
He continues to be a popular 
name on Twitter, handicap¬ 
ping the races at Laurel Park 
and sharing his insightful 
opinions on races and future 
contenders. 

He plans to stay in Mary¬ 
land if he gets the chance. "I 
hope to stay involved in the 
industry in Maryland, as it's 
one of the fastest-growing 
states for Thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing, and has been putting out 
a thriving and exciting rac¬ 


ing product over the last few 
years," he said. His thoughts 
on the industry as a whole 
have "changed for the bet¬ 
ter," through his experience 
of learning about and meeting 
big players behind the scenes, 
overall making the sport more 
interesting. 

And when it comes to at¬ 
tracting a new generation, 
Piassek believes betting is the 
key. "There's no better betting 
game out there than racing; 
the complexity and excite¬ 
ment of it make it a thrill. Sev¬ 
eral tracks, such as Keeneland 
and Saratoga, have started up 
elaborate fan-education pro¬ 
grams, and their model ought 
to serve as an example for 
tracks everywhere," he said. 
"If you improve fan educa¬ 
tion, the intimidation barrier is 
lowered, and people become 
more interested in betting." 

Since her time in MTCP, 
Katie Brooks, from Columbia, 
graduated from the University 
of Maryland College Park in 
December 2017, with a Bach¬ 
elor of Science degree in An¬ 
imal Science. She spent time 
working at Shamrock Farm, in 
Woodbine, where she worked 
with yearlings in preparation 
for the Fasig-Tipton yearling 
sale last fall. Through the ex¬ 
perience she gained at Sham¬ 
rock, she also had the oppor¬ 
tunity to learn how to handle 
some of the farm's stallions. 
From there, she got the chance 
to work with the hat contest 
during Maryland Million 
Day in the fall, and has been 
spending the 2018 spring se¬ 
mester as an intern in the Ken¬ 
tucky Equine Management 
internship program. 

Brooks is spending six 
months on a farm in central 
Kentucky that focuses on 
breeding and foaling. "From 
my latest experiences, I would 
definitely say I am now more 
involved in the industry. 
MTCP not only showed me 
what I was interested in, but 
also what I wasn't or couldn't 
see a career for myself in. As 
of right now, I am still leaning 
toward becoming an equine 
veterinarian," she said. 

After completing the pro¬ 
gram, Brooks held onto the 
advice that stuck with her

Her past four 
wins, including the Island 
Fashion Stakes and El Paso 
Times Stakes at Sunland 
Park, all came in front-run¬ 
ning fashion by a total of 24/4 
lengths.

most, "make sure you net¬ 
work and make a name for 
yourself." She has kept in con¬ 
tact with her fellow interns, as 
well as Egan, and found many 
opportunities through profes¬ 
sionals in the industry that she 
met during the program. She 
believes it just takes getting 
one foot in the door to reach a 
whole group that can pull you 
all the way through it. "I was 
lucky to have Dr. Amy Burk, 
with the UMD Equine Breed¬ 
ing Program, to initially intro¬ 
duce me to the Thoroughbred 
industry and help spark my 
love for it," she said. 

Megan George, of Reisters- 
town, nears the end of her 
senior year at University of 
Maryland College Park, where 
she will receive a degree in 
Animal Science with a fo¬ 
cused track in Pre-Veterinary 
medicine. After MTCP, she 
spent last summer working 
with Katy Voss at Chanceland 
Farm in West Friendship, han¬ 
dling weanlings, yearlings 
and broodmares. She is an in¬ 


tern associate manager for the 
UMD Thoroughbred Breeding 
Program and is also a teaching 
assistant for the course "Equine 
Reproductive Management." 

After she graduates, George 
will be preparing for a posi¬ 
tion she's accepted with a non¬ 
profit ministry Cru in Austra¬ 
lia, which starts in January 
2019. She also plans to work in 
research or in a veterinary 
practice, building upon exist¬ 
ing skills. Ever since her time 
in MTCP, George has honed 
her focus for the future and re¬ 
mained proactive in seeking 
out opportunities within the 
industry, which she hopes oth¬ 
er youth will take advantage of. 

"Don't be afraid to take 
risks and let yourself grow 
from every experience," she 
said.

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F or 2017 New Jersey-Bred Horse of the Year 
Irish War Cry, the Grade 3 Hal’s Hope at 
Gulfstream Feb. 24 turned into one of those 
good news-bad news situations. He ran far 
better than he did when last seen, when eighth 
in the Grade 1 Pennsylvania Derby. But he did 
not win, finishing second, VA lengths behind 
Economic Model. 

“I was a little disappointed, but he did run 
well,” trainer Graham Motion said afterward. 
“And I think he had a license to get a little tired. 
He was very much on a similar schedule to 
Good Magic and look what happened to him [a 
third-place finish in the Fountain of Youth in 
his 2018 debut]. It’s tough to come back there 
at Gulfstream off a bit of a layoff. I was between 
a rock and a hard place because I could have 
waited until the end of March and run him in 
the same race [the Gulfstream Park Hardacre 
Mile-G2] but I thought that was overkill to 
breeze him for another month.” 

In some respects, the Hal’s Hope was an 
unusual performance from Irish War Cry, who 
has had a tendency to either run really well 
or really poorly. This race was somewhere in 
between. Entering the colt’s 4-year-old season 
Motion understood that one of his primary 
jobs was to figure out how to get the son of 
Curlin to be consistent. So far, he’s still looking 
for answers. 

“No, I don’t think so,” Motion said when 
asked if he has come to understand why the 


horse tends to throw in clunkers. “Somebody 
said to me this week that Gulfstream must be a 
great surface for him since he ran his best race 
[the Holy Bull] there, but I also had to remind 
them that he also ran his most disappointing 
race there [the Fountain of Youth].” 

Motion is hoping that with the colt now 4 
that he has grown up some and that that will 
lead to him putting in a top effort every time 
out. 

“Physically and mentally he has improved 
a lot,” Motion said. “His brother, Irish Strait, 
was just an average 3-year-old and a completely 
different horse at 4. He became a very 
consistent kind of hard-knocking Group 2, 
Group 3-type horse. So I think it’s in his family 
to improve; it’s in their genes to improve.” 

Motion is not sure yet where Irish War 
Cry will run next, but expects to see some 
improvement. 

“With the Hal’s Hope under his belt you 
would think that he would hopefully move 
forward,” he said. 

The plan, at least for now, is to look for one- 
turn races, preferably at a mile or 7 furlongs. 
Even though Irish War Cry is a graded stakes 
winner at 1 Vs miles, Motion has come to believe 
that his future is as a miler. The Met Mile is 
among the goals for the year. 

“I’m planning on keeping him at shorter 
distances,” he said prior to the Hal’s Hope. 
“One-turn mile races seem to be more in his 
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range and, hopefully, they will help him find more consistency. 
I think that’s more what he wants to do. 

“He was second in the Belmont at a mile and a half, so I’m 
not saying I’ll never stretch him out to a mile and an eighth 
again, but I just feel like the longer races may be out of his 
range. But never say never. I just want to first get through 
today with him and see him run a competitive race. He doesn’t 
have to win this race today, but I want to see him be right there 
and be competitive.” 

That much he achieved. But there are bigger goals for 2018, 
and one of them is to win that elusive Grade 1 to enhance Irish 
War Cry’s stud value. 


“Definitely, getting a Grade 1 is really important,” he said. 
“It’s a shame that we won the Wood Memorial in the first year 
it was not a Grade 1. That was frustrating because it would 
have been nice to have that on his resume.” 

There’s plenty of time to get that done. Irish War Cry didn’t 
give Motion and owner-breeder Isabelle de Tomaso everything 
they were looking for in the Hal’s Hope. But neither did he 
give them any reason to believe 2018 can’t be a very productive 
year for Jersey’s champ.

GRAYCASTER prevailed at Santa Anita 
Park. The 3-year-old gray or roan gelding 
by Graydar out of Jocasater, by Service 
Stripe, broke from post 2 in a 514-furlong 
maiden special weight, the fifth race on 
the card. Flavien Prat piloted him to lead 
all the way and cross the finish line 3 
lengths in front of his rivals.

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Caflaunch—a true work of art

C atlaunch will go down as one of 
Ohio’s all-time legends. He 
touched the lives of many and 
just as many individuals helped his career 
both on and off the track, and continue to 
do so. His 108-race career almost never 
got off to a start. Trained early in his ca¬ 
reer by Ohio’s “El Gran Senor” Luis “Al¬ 
bert” Palacios-a five-star polo player 
from Argentina whose image once graced 
the cover of Life magazine-Catlaunch 
barely averted a career-ending injury 
while heading to his first start. 

Catlaunch was a headstrong individual 
at the racetrack, and Palacios learned early 
on to let him have his way. “He has to be 
the first horse out of the shedrow and on 
the track or he’ll bust through the web¬ 
bing,” Albert stated. His early morning 
enthusiasm did not escape the keen eye of 
veteran River Downs docker Richard 
Baily. “Palacios has a really nice big brown 
2-year-old,” he told me in confidence, as 
Baily was known to make a wager on 
promising first-time starters. That first 
start never took place at River Downs. 

Led into the paddock for his debut, 
Catlaunch became unglued facing this 
new experience and fought his groom 
until he flipped and somehow wedged his 
head under the wooden planked fence 
surrounding the walking ring. As he 
thrashed his legs in panic he became stuck 
even farther under the fence. Quick 
thinking paddock farrier Gil Roser 
rushed to the scene and, from the other 
side of the fence, took action and popped 
Catlauch’s head out with a swift kick. 
Needless to say, when he got back up on 
his legs the bloodied Catlaunch did not 
make for a pretty picture after the debacle 
and was quickly scratched by the stewards. 

With his summer debut at River 
Downs on hold, Palacios nursed him back 
to health and he made it to the races at 


Beulah Park, where he missed in his 
maiden start by a half length. When he 
won his third outing at 2, the legendary 
run began, resulting in 40 wins, 24 of 
them stakes ranging in distance from 6 
furlongs to VA miles, and earnings of 
$1,122,309. While Palacios brought him 
along patiently to win five races, he never 
got to see him win a stakes when he was 
tragically killed in a car accident that was 
no fault of his own in September 2005. 


Owner/breeder Ron Fields then en¬ 
trusted the care of the 4-year-old son of 
Noble Cat out of Skilaunch,by Relaunch, 
to Albert’s longtime assistant Ivan Vazquez, 
as well he should have. I remember after 
Albert won the leading trainer title at 
River Downs he asked me if I could have 
another trophy made. I obliged, not 
knowing why he needed two. Albert al¬ 
ways threw a big picnic on his “Big Boy” 
Farm in Morrow, Ohio, where his many

farm hands and assistants lived with their 
families. After they had enjoyed the bar- 
beque, Albert asked for their attention. At 
that point I saw him slip the second Lead¬ 
ing Trainer trophy out of the hidden box 
and he asked Ivan to come forward. To 
capsulize his presentation he said, “While 
this honor was bestowed on me —this is 
the real man who deserves this trophy.” 
There were cheers and tears and a point 
well taken. 

Ivan guided the career of Catlaunch to 
three Ohio Horse of the Year honors and 
those 24 stakes wins. How many trainers 
can keep a horse sound enough to win a 
stakes race at the age of 12? Catlaunch 
was such a fan favorite that River Downs 
had a t-shirt giveaway day in his honor. I 
recall being with Michael Blowen at Riv¬ 
er Downs during an Old Friends Fund¬ 


raiser and he said, “What a horse! When 
he retires I’d love to have him at our farm 
as an example of how a horse with heart, 
when well cared for, can run to his poten¬ 
tial for so many years.”True to his words, 
Michael spoke to Ron Fields when Cat- 
launch’s racing days were done and the 
gelding has been a farm favorite for years 
at Old Friends. Vazquez and jockey Me¬ 
gan Fadlovich still make visits to the farm 
to catch up with the now 17-year-old. 

Stage left—now entering into the 
life of Catlaunch are retired jockey Joe 
Steiner and his greatly accomplished wife 
Dagmar Galleithner. I became Facebook 
friends with Dagmar when she lived in 
Germany over a decade ago. She had 
posted amazing equine images that just 
jumped off the screen. Her realistic por¬ 
trayals made you seriously question if 


they were paintings or photos. She re¬ 
quested images of some of racing’s greats 
and I was more than happy to send them 
along hoping she might work from one 
someday. 

The artist Dagmar Galleithner-Steiner 
was raised in Bavaria, Germany, and horses 
have been an essential part of her life since 
childhood. While in college, she worked 
at Daglfmg, the harness racetrack in Mu¬ 
nich, grooming, hot walking, and exercis¬ 
ing horses as well as helping to retrain and 
rehome those done with racing careers. It 
was at the tracks, both harness and Thor¬ 
oughbred, that Galleithner-Steiner earned 
her first commissions as a painter from 
various owners and trainers who wanted 
portraits of their horses. After studying 
American cultural history, architecture, 
and art history in Germany, Galleithner- 
Steiner moved to the U.S. in 2013 to share 
her life with new husband Joe J. Steiner, 
who was then a jockey in the Southern 
California racing circuit. In 2015, the cou¬ 
ple welcomed their first child, son Jonah. 

They gravitated to the bluegrass of 
Kentucky to the quaint town of George- 
town-location of Old Friends Farm. Joe 
would make frequent visits to the farm to 
visit an actual old friend, Hall of Famer 
Silver Charm. Joe was Bob Baffert’s ex¬ 
clusive exercise rider for the gray colt 
during his Triple Crown run of 1997, 
flown in for all of his works leading up to 
his wins in the Kentucky Derby and 
Preakness and his gut-wrenching three- 
quarter-length loss in the Belmont Stakes. 
At Old Friends Catlaunch was the pad- 
dock pal of another Baffert-trainee, the 
six-million-dollar man Game On Dude, 
and Dagmar got a close up look at the 
17-hand Ohio champion. There was an 
instant connection. 

Months later, Joe would create a spe¬ 
cial relationship with Catlaunch-not 
through the eyes of an artist, but through 
the caring hands of a therapist. Joe went 
to Germany and met with Dagmar’s idol 
as a little girl, the renowned therapist Lin¬ 
da Tellington-Jones, famous for what is 
now known as Tellington TTouch. “In 
European countries they prefer not to 
medicate and are very holistically minded 
and she taught me the uses and applica¬ 
tion of a medical device called a Berner 
that is both a blanket and spot specific for 
circulation,” said Joe, who uses it regularly 
now on the horses retired at Old Friends. 






“I went to the farm manager when I got 
back and asked if I could work on a horse 
with serious issues and he took me to 
Catlaunch’s new paddock. 

“As he made his way to the fence line, 
you could see something wasn’t right and 
I went to work on him in the mornings 
and again in the evenings for a neurolog¬ 
ical disorder in the back end with the Be¬ 
rner,” Joe stated. “He realized I was there 
to help and started looking forward to it. 
I went looking for him one day and he 
was out running, kicking and squealing 
with the other guys. He’s such a cool 
horse, I only see him three times a week 
now. When I saw ‘Dagi’s’ painting of him 
I almost cried.” 

The horse that used to charge his 
webbing to get out to the track first had 
grown into a mellow fellow that you 
could feed carrots to with your teeth and 
get a kiss at the end. Dagmar respected his 
blue-collar work ethic that saw him com¬ 
plete his 108-race career. He will now be 
a part of the forthcoming coffee table 
book, The Art of Old Friends, that she has 
crafted for seven-plus years as an ode to 
the farm’s famous and not-so-famous re¬ 
tired athletes. “I wanted to create some¬ 
thing for people that have not been able 
to visit the farm, says Galleithner-Steiner. 
“I wanted them to feel like they have 
been here. And the honor to immortalize 
these amazing athletes is one of the great¬ 
est feelings one could ever experience.”

As an owner and breeder, it is a special 
feeling knowing that one of our own, an 
accredited Ohio-bred, has such an impact 
on so many people. Now his image will 
remain in perpetuity alongside those who 
have won Kentucky Derbies, Breeders’ 
Cup races and are enshrined in the Rac¬ 
ing Hall of Fame. In the words of John 
Lennon-“A workingman’s hero is some¬ 
thing to be.”

Tango Run dances to the first stakes win of the season 
in the $75,000 Southern Park at Mahoning Valley 


T rainer William “Doug” Cowans 
came into the first Ohio Fund 
stakes of 2018 with both barrels 
loaded as his trainees ran a clear 1-2 in 
the Southern Park at Mahoning Valley 
March 24. Tango Run, the leading mon¬ 
ey-winning 2-year-old filly in Ohio last 
season, continued her winning ways and 
showed maturity while showing a new 
rating style of run. 

The favorite in the field of seven was 
Cowans-trained Fancy Feelin, winner of 
her only race at 2 by 9 l A lengths over 
eventual stakes winner Pure Justice. 
Owned and bred by Patricia and Dan 
Yates, the daughter of Jimmy Creed out

of Rush to War had a series of solid works 
for her 2018 debut, capped by a bullet 
4-furlong effort the week before the race. 
Breaking from the inside, she was away 
quickly and extended her lead by 2 
lengths after a half mile of the 6-furlong 
test. 

Under regular rider Rex Stokes III, 
Tango Run settled in fifth, was asked for 
run into the turn, and responded willing¬ 
ly. The stablemates met up as they straight¬ 
ened into the lane and Fancy Feelin 
wasn’t giving up without a fight. They 
matched strides until the sixteenth pole 
when Tango Run pulled away to prevail 
by 2 lengths. It was another 5 lengths 
back to two-time winner Dotthei. Tango 
Run ran the distance in 1:14.85 and 
pushed her five-race career earnings to 


$169,500 while recording her third Ohio 
stakes win. 

“The horses wintered for about 70 
days at Brian Waltz’ farm in Batavia over 
the winter and then I had them at Turf¬ 
way Park up to their first breezes,” said 
Cowans, who splits his stable between 
Turfway and Mahoning and eventually 
Belterra Park and Thistledown as the sea¬ 
son progresses. “While I try to get to both 
tracks on a regular basis, I don’t have to 
worry because they are in good hands 
with Jorgie Hernandez who has been 
part of the team for 18 years. When I call 
to check with him, by now he knows 
what I’m thinking before I say it. 

“We met with the jockeys before the 
race and figured Walter De La Cruz had 
to go a little quicker out of the inside post 
than we preferred, to get position,” Cow¬ 
ans stated. “Tango Run has never lost 


while sprinting, but Fancy Feelin has the 
pedigree and running style that says she 
may do well at longer distances.” In her 
only career loss,Tango Run finished third 
behind Missap and Ucantkeepup in the 
lM6-mile $150,000 John W. Galbreath 
Stakes last October. 

Tango Run is by Darby Dan Farm 
stallion Run Away and Hide out of The- 
doctorscat, by Tale of the Cat. Bred by Dr. 
Harold Fishman, she was foaled and raised 
at Fair Winds Farm, operated by Fish¬ 
man’s daughter Lori and husband Kim 
Williams. Offered at the Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky October Sale in 2016, the bay 
filly was purchased by O.T.B.O. member 
Mike Foster for $32,000. Boarded at Fair 
Winds Farm, Thedoctorscat has a Kettle 
Corn yearling filly and foaled a colt by 
Itsmyluckyday March 20. She is sched¬ 
uled to be bred to Dominus this year. 


Four-lime sprint champion Rivers Run Reep 
back on track for 7-year-old campaign 


hio’s most recent millionaire, 
I Rivers Run Deep, is now 7 
years old and he’s already prov¬ 
ing he is no worse for the wear. Trainer 
Chris Hartman has never been afraid to 
travel to compete with Ready’s Image’s 
look-alike son. Last season he competed 
at six different tracks on dirt, mud and 
turf. He started his 2018 campaign with 
an off-the-pace win against proven com¬ 
pany at Oaklawn Park March 10. 

In the field was multiple graded stakes 
sprinter St.Joe Bay who was good enough 
to finish fourth by 3/4 lengths to Mind 
Your Biscuits in the $2 million Dubai 
Golden Shaheen-Gl at Meydan in 2017; 
Smarty Jones Stakes winner Uncontested; 
Imma Bling, a sprint stakes winner who 
came into the race off three consecutive 
wins; sprint stakes winner Rockshaw and 
multiple sprint stakes winner Recount, 


the latter a third-place finisher in the 
$125,000 King Cotton in February. 

Ridden patiently by David Cabrera, 
Rivers Run Deep rated kindly in mid¬ 
pack and responded quickly when asked 
in the final sixteenth to get up over favor¬ 
ite Recount and win by a half length. It 
was his 20th win from 40 lifetime starts 
and pushed his career earnings to 
$1,126,765. He travelled the 6 furlongs in 
a sprite 1:09.63, earning a 104 Beyer fig¬ 
ure. 

Out of Music Miss, by Prospector’s 
Music, Rivers Run Deep was bred by 
Nancy J. Lavrich andWalmac Farm LLC. 
He is owned by Ywachetta and James 
Driver.

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Charly making a little magic

As they say in Hollywood, life imitates 
the movies. 

My late best friend was trainer Alan 
Seewald, who unexpectedly passed away 
eight years ago this April while Uptownchar- 
lybrown was on the Triple Crown trail. Alan 
thought Uptowncharlybrown was the best of 
his generation and once turned down $2.5 
million for ‘Charly’ as he’s affectionately 
known. 

At the same time, we also had a top- 
class filly in the barn who was turning heads 
by the name of R Betty Graybull. Betty was 
a multiple stakes winner and earned nearly 
a half-million dollars. Among her many 
victims with her patented last-to-first style 
was Grade 2 winner Quiet Giant (now best 
known as the dam of Gun Runner) in the 
Ladies Handicap. We used to tease Alan all 
the time that we were going to breed Betty 
to Charly while he wasn’t looking. Unfortu¬ 
nately, fate had other plans for all involved. 

Betty was subsequently sold to Adena 
Springs for $300,000. With Alan's passing, 
what Charly couldn’t prove on the racetrack 
because his career was short circuited 
because of injury, he’s now proving as a 
prolific sire. Through late March, Charly was 
the number one third-crop sire in Pennsyl¬ 
vania and the Mid-Atlantic region. He's pro¬ 
duced 80 percent winners, with his progeny 
averaging nearly $60,000 per starter. Three

different offspring have won by margins of 
greater than 10 lengths and already exceed¬ 
ed $100,000 in career earnings. 

If that wasn’t enough, Midtowncharly- 
brown is among the finalists for Pennsylva¬ 
nia-bred 3-year-old top male honors of 2017, 
with six wins from nine starts, including a 
stakes-placing. Charly’s daughter, Dixie Sere¬ 
nade, was among the top 2-year-old Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred fillies last year. The filly is already 
a winner this year and is being pointed for 
stakes competition.

S outh Carolina farms and training 
centers were represented by four 
stakes winners between Feb- 21 and 
March 20. 

On March 3, Promises Fulfilled lived 
up to his name, capturing the Fountain 
of Youth Stakes-G2 at Gulfstream Park. 

This 3-year-old stakes is a major stepping 
stone on the Triple Crown trail. Promises 
Fulfilled broke on top and never looked 
back. He led by a length at the quarter-pole, 
was challenged, then pulled clear inside 
the eighth-pole, winning by 214 lengths.

Dates Announced for 2018 Virginia-Bred Racing Series in Maryland; 
Trainer/Owner Bonus'Program Added to the Series

The series of Virginia-bred races in Maryland 
that has been so popular the past several years 
will return again in 2018 and will feature a new 
format. Previously, the three separate Saturday 
programs shared a combination of stakes and 
maiden events. The new version will offer maid¬ 
en races on Friday and stakes exclusively on 
Saturday. A total of 18 races will be carded — 13 
stakes and five maiden races.. 

Two other aspects are new. A $20,000 Trainers 
and Owners bonus program will offer awards to 
the overall top five leading trainers and owners 
that participate in the series. Points over the 
18 scheduled races will be totaled at the end. 
Trainers and owners will be awarded five points 
for a win, four points for second, three points 
for third, four points for fourth and one for 
every finisher after fourth place. $10,000 will be 
awarded for first place, $4,000 for second, $3,000 
for third, $2,000 for fourth and $1,000 for fifth. 

Horses that entered the new Virginia certified 
residency program will be eligible to compete in 
one of the maiden races and could potentially 
enter a stakes race as well. A 5 1/2 furlong maid¬ 
en sprint for two-year-olds is slated for Friday 
August 3rd and is open to Virginia-bred, sired 
or certified horses. The Jamestown Stakes, slated 
for September 22nd, could include certified 
horses if there are less than six Virginia-bred or 
Sired horses entered.

Iselin’s, Keswick 
Stables and Audley 
Farm Top The List Df 
2017 Leading Virginia 
Breeders 

The list of top Virginia breeders by 2017 purse 
winnings has been announced, and horses bred 
by Mr. & Mrs. C. Oliver Iselin III led the way 
with $934,958 in earnings. Their American 
Dubai kicked off the year with four straight wins 
at Sunland Park and by years end, had bank¬ 
rolled $332,310 from nine “in the money” fin¬ 
ishes. Other top Iselin-bred performers included 
Hold Me Black ($63,856), Swordfish ($60,654) 
and Drop Dead Red ($42,870). Sadly, Mr. Iselin 
passed away in November. 

Stellar Wind, 2017 Virginia-bred Horse of 
the Year and Champion Dirt Mare, scored a 
natural hat trick with three consecutive Grade 
I stakes wins last year in the Apple Blossom, 
Beholder Mile and Clement Hirsch Stakes. 

Those triumphs equated to $800,000 in earnings 
and allowed her breeders — Peggy Augustus’s 
Keswick Stables and Stonestreet Thoroughbred 
Holdings LLC. — to finish in second place with 
$801,200. 


Audley Farm was third thanks to a breakout 
campaign from Greyvitos, who positioned 
himself as a 2018 Triple Crown trail contender 
with a win in the Remington Springboard Mile. 
Combined with a victory in the Grade 3 Bob 
Hope Stakes, the Malibu Moon colt complet¬ 
ed the year with $306,345 in earnings. Other 
noteworthy horses were Simmstown ($57,513), 
Unpredictable ($48,520) and Aljuljalah 
($43,695). In all, 15 Audley horses combined to 
win $694,256. 

Morgans Ford Farm, who finished fourth in 
the standings, bred a trio of $100,000 earners 
last year. Ring Knocker ($199,666), Queen 
Caroline ($115,318) and River Deep ($119,300) 
combined with 18 others to earn $654,065. Ring 
Knocker captured the Xtra Heat Stakes, Queen 
Caroline prevailed in both the Broomkmeade 
and Nellie Mae Cox Stakes and River Deep, 
who was co-bred by F and F Stable, won four 
straight races last fall at Laurel. 

A pair bred by Mr. & Mrs. Bertram Firestone 
also hit six digits in earnings to help them 
finish fifth in the standings. Northern Eclipse 
($146,635) won the Camptown Stakes and had 9 
“top three” finishes, while Special Envoy cap¬ 
tured a Virginia-bred stakes in each of the three 
special Commonwealth programs at Laurel. The 
7 year old Stroll gelding was best in the Edward 
Evans, Bert Allen and Hansel Stakes. Other top 
Firestone performers like Armoire ($72,390) 
and Dapper Dan ($55,500) contributed to their 
$586,0127 total. 
















($39,300) all chipped 
in toward a $456,537 
total figure. Rapid 
Rhythm won a pair 
of stakes at Fair 
Grounds — the 
Mardi Gras and 
Richard Scherer 
Memorial.

The William Backer Revocable Trust was next 
with $511,754 thanks to a number of con¬ 
sistent showings. Ten of their horses earned 
over $20,000 and interestingly, the two highest 
earners never reached the winner s circle last 
year. Chorus Line ($70,865) had six “in the 
money” finishes between New York tracks and 
Monmouth while Divine Interventio had five 
straight second or third place finishes on the 
New York circuit as well. Other top Backer 
horses were Buckys Pick ($54,430) and Going 
Rate ($34,416). 

Six horses bred by Lazy Lane Farms won 
$39,000 or more in 2017. Rapid Rhythm 
($77,094), Lenstar ($72,273), Carbon Data 
($66,380), Sweet Sandy ($56,962) Sam- 
brook Edge ($47,390) and Cryptos Holiday 


A dozen horses 
bred by Larry John¬ 
son earned over 
$15,000 last year, 
topped by Do What 
I Say ($51,935) and 
Magicians Vanity 
($48,590). The 
former captured the 
Tyson Gilpin Stakes at Laurel while the well 
traveled latter horse bagged a win at Laurel, 
two runner-ups at Saratoga and a second 
and third at Gulfstream. In all, Johnson-bred 
horses earned $391,333. 

Snow Lantern Thoroughbreds ($306,485) and 
the Estate of Edward Evans ($284,849) round 
out the list of top breeders. Snow Lanterns 
Long On Value did not gain a win last year 
but did bankroll $302,225 from solid efforts at 
Woodbine, Saratoga, Gulfstream and Meydan 
Racecourse. The Edward Evans-bred Code 
West earned $149,700 from a triumph in Zia 
Parks Veterans Stakes and from another six 
stakes where he finished fourth or better.

The Gold Cup itself is slated for 3:30 PM and a 
trio of flat races will follow including the Sec¬ 
retariat Stakes.

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Why Thoroughbred horse racing?

W hat is it about the 

relationship/connection of 
a man or woman to a horse, 
particularly in the Thoroughbred 
Industry, that compels one to get up 
before the sun has properly been 
put to rest, seven days a week, 365 
days a year, without fail? 

I don't profess to be a soothsayer 
or the repository of all human 
experiences in the quest for this 
answer, but since the age of 6 years 
old, I too have been a prisoner of this 
mysterious irresistible impulse. 

For decades, my family has 
speculated why I love horses and 
horse racing, yet never truly touched 
on the appropriate solution. 

It must be the financial reward! 

Let me quickly dispel that myth, 
especially in my case. 

Sure, I have had years of gainful 
employment in this business, 
sometimes referred to as the "Sport 
of Kings," but trust me, monetarily 
I would be characterized more as 
Runyonesque than nobility. 


My early indoctrination into the 
game wasn't evocative of the 
pictorial line in a Journey song, "the 
smell of wine and cheap perfume," 
but more a mixture of gamblers 
adorned with colorful monikers. 

The dingy grandstand at now 
defunct Bowie Race Course was my 
classroom and my heroic father the 
teacher. 

Clad in the outfit of the period, 
a London Fog trench-coat, he 
looked analogous to hundreds 
in attendance. With a program 
clinched tightly in his substantial 
hand, a cigarette smoldering from 
his lips and Daily Racing Form 
peeking from his pocket we strode 
together while eliciting comments 
from his cohorts. Hard Times, the Two- 
Dollar Kid, Harry the Horse and Dan 
the Man. 

It was 6-5 that later in the 
afternoon I would bump into at 
least one of our Saturday afternoon 
acquaintances, while searching for 
treasure (multiple-colored tickets) 


and they would regrettably oblige 
me. 

The air was heavy with smoke, 

I guess the Surgeon General's 
warning hadn't reached the masses 
yet, but my vantage point was 
ground level and unobstructed, 
until dad hoisted me on his sizable 
shoulders to capture a glimpse of 
why we came... a thrilling horse 
race! 

The noise was deafening, as the 
starter sent the field away from the 
gate. 

I would agitate my father 
continuously repeating, "Where are 
we, where is our number 5?" 

Through the jeers and cheers he 
always remained composed and 
smiling, stating "we'll get 'em next 
time pal." 

You see, he didn't go for the 
gambling, the friendships, the hot 
dog and Coke (I did relish those). 

My father loved horse racing, 
the majesty of the animal and 
athleticism of the jockeys. 

I too was hooked! 
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Scroll forward 10 years and I got 
my first job on the racetrack... hot 
walker. 

My father had made the 
acquaintance of a trainer by the 
paddock and he opted to do dad 
a favor. 

So, that Sunday morning, prior to 
church, yard work and our Lord's 
Day family dinner, I had a paying 
engagement. 

Attired in my one pair of tight 
disco pimp shoes, bell bottoms and 
dress shirt, I walked 11 horses that 
dawn, 30 minutes each, and earned 
$ 11 . 

When my father picked me up, 
he looked at the sunrise family 
breadwinner, and asked, "Are you 
alright?" 

I was trying to peel my shoe off, 
which concealed a substantial 
blister smeared with blood, as I 
responded, "Yes sir, good, great, 
thank you sir." 

He cast me one of those eye¬ 
rolling expressions, I knew so well, as I 
exposed my commercial bounty for 
the day. 

During college, I continued to 
work at any position that the stable 
foreman saw fit to provide. 

I learned the fine art of mucking 
stalls, disinfecting feed tubs and 
water buckets, leveling the shedrow, 
washing bandages, holding horses 
for the blacksmith and cleaning 
tack. 

Every minimum paying, grungy 
job became my specialty and I 
treated them all with high regard. 

After turning down offers to the 
Air Force Academy and a 50/50 shot 
at Georgetown Law School, both 
courtesy of my father, I took out my 
initial trainer's license. 

Idiot, you say? 

Well, probably you were or are 
correct. I will never lie and say I 
wouldn't change a proverbial 
thing in my life, but it did afford me 
the most intense highs and lows 
of my being, met countless friends 
and established time-honored 
friendships. 

It also answered many questions 
on why women gravitate to the 
world of Thoroughbred racing. 

Approaching the age of 30,1 was 
consumed with the idea of marriage 
and children (remember we are 
Catholic), so I began the search for 
a viable candidate and life partner. 


I found someone that fit my 
criteria: one, being an intense 
passion for horses, and two, racing. 

I now envision my ex, as that 
character in Gone With the Wind, 
spoiled as a child, pony, riding 
lessons, an avid equestrian. 

She competed quite successfully 
in a male dominated profession and 
could gallop a tough horse with the 
best of them. 

Like me her motto was early to 
bed, early to rise. 

One factoid on the racetrack 
I found dead on target was that 
women were never perceived to be 
too delicate to handle any job. 

There might exist a 'Good Ole 
Boys Club' at the track, but that's 
only there to make men feel better 
about themselves. 

I firmly believe that women can 
have a better connectivity with 
a horse, may be better at task 
management and certainly able 
to empathize better with our four¬ 
legged creatures. 

Presently, every large stable 
has women performing important 
job functions and are integral 
components to success. 


They attend the races in large 
numbers, own, train, ride, gamble 
and, unlike many sports, their 
participation is not hampered by 
old fashioned archaic rules and 
regulations. 

Women don't avoid male 
competition, they embrace it! 

The Thoroughbred racehorse is 
coveted by both species. 

The popularity of this game 
depends upon it. 

Today, racing is creating an 
environment where sports fans can 
become emotionally invested in the 
activity. 

Men and women compete 
equally on the same playing field, 
far different than football, baseball, 
basketball or hockey. 

Horse racing is a global sport, 
an international commodity and 
one in which I continue to be an 
enthusiastic fan, supporter and 
plebeian in. 

Nowadays, when I visit the grave 
of my father, at Arlington National 
Cemetery, I still kneel and ask his 
forgiveness for many sins in my life, 
but never my involvement in the 
world of Thoroughbred horse racing.

Large crowds and competitive races 
kick off record spring schedule

The 2018 National Steeplechase Association 
kicked off in March with large crowds and 
competitive racing under bright skies in South 
Carolina. 

The Aiken Spring Steeplechase and Carolina 
Cup Races traditionally launch the NS A season, 
which this year is likely to offer record spring 
purses exceeding $2.8-million. 

Aiken Spring welcomed spring with its March 
24 meet at Bruce’s Field. Always a sellout, Aiken 
Spring served up six races, four over hurdles, 
while its capacity crowd enjoyed the racing and 
temperatures in the 70s. 

The meet’s traditional feature race, the 
Budweiser Imperial Cup, this year was a ratings 
handicap for horses ranked at 110 or lower. 
KMSN Stable’s Able Archer proved much the 
best in a field of seven and triumphed by 10 1/2 
lengths under 2016 champion jockey Kieran 
Norris. Racing Hall of Fame member Jonathan 
Sheppard trained the winner. 

The action shifted on March 31 to Camden’s 
Springdale Course for a record-smashing 84th 
edition of the Carolina Cup Races. The spring 
fixture offered a record $325,000 in purse money 
and was keyed by the meet’s richest-ever race, 
the $150,000 Marion duPont Scott Colonial 
Cup (Gr. 1). 

Formerly run in the fall, the Colonial Cup 
added an early top-ranked race to the spring 
schedule. The spring’s other Grade 1 race is 
the $200,000 Calvin Houghland Iroquois at the 
Iroquois Steeplechase on Saturday, May 12. 

The Colonial Cup, shortened to 2 3/8 miles, 
attracted a competitive field of established stars 
and promising newcomers from the novice 
ranks. Stonelea Stables’ Balance the Budget, 


always dangerous on firm footing, burst away 
to a yawning early lead and came home to a 6 
1/4-length victory under Mark Watts. 

A nine-year-old by Bellamy Road, Balance 
the Budget is trained by Julie Gomena, wife of 
Stonelea owner Robert Bonnie. He scored his 
second consecutive graded victory, after a front- 
running score in the International Gold Cup’s 


David L. “Zeke” Ferguson Memorial (Gr. 2) 
last October. 

The Colonial Cup’s $90,000 first-place purse 
put Virginia-based Gomena atop the trainer 
standings by purses through the season’s first two 
weekends. Sheppard led the trainer standings by 
wins with four. Jockeys Jack Doyle and Gerard 
Galligan had two wins apiece. 


Go Jump Racing! 
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A message for 2018 NSA season: 
“Mutual professional respect” 


Jack Sanford Jr. noted that he was not in 
his accustomed place in the jockeys’ room. A 
Charlottesville, Va., business executive who has 
served as a steward for 30 years, he is accustomed 
to being on the periphery, listening to race 
officials address the jockeys before their races. 

But Sanford has a new role, as a member of 
the National Steeplechase Association’s Stewards 
Advisory Committee (SAC), on which he now 
serves with Chairman Dwight Hall and Duncan 
Patterson. 

On March 31, he was standing in the center 
of the jockeys’ room at the Carolina Cup Races 
in Camden, S.C.. Asked by Hall to speak before 
the races, he had a respectful audience that, when 
he completed his brief remarks, applauded him. 

His message was for the jockeys and for all 
members of the steeplechase racing community: 
owners, trainers, and officials as well. 

He distilled his message into three words: 
Mutual professional respect. 

Most members of the steeplechase community 
live by those three words, but there are occasional 
lapses when, as occurs in any sport, emotion gets 
the better of good sense. To address the lapses, the 
NSA has adopted a Code of Conduct that states: 

“As a condition of license all NSA licensees 
are expected to conduct themselves in a manner 
consistent with the best interests of racing. Any 
conduct deemed to be detrimental to the sport, 
the NSA, or the individual race meets and their 
representatives will subject the offender to a fine 
or suspension, or both, in accordance with the 
NSA Rules of Racing.” 

“This policy should act as our guide, not as 
our hammer,” Sanford said. “Remember every 
participant in this sport is licensed, every single

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owner, every trainer, and every jockey. We, the 
SAC, serve at the pleasure of the Board, and the 
president is here in the room with us, and the 
Stewards serve at our pleasure. Every race meet 
is sanctioned. So we are all tied together for the 
best interest of racing.” 

He said the purpose of the code “is to remind 
ourselves constantly of how we as a major sport 
expect our participants will be treated. We should 
be mindful and cognizant to treat our volunteers, 
our race sponsors, our owners, our racing public, 
and most especially each other politely and 


professionally.” 

He emphasized that those participants in jump 
racing make it all possible. “Remember we are 
putting on a show every weekend for them, we 
are under a microscope of sorts, and we want to 
put our best foot forward so they will continue 
to support us by buying tickets, getting new 
sponsors, and raising our purse structures. 

“Without the support of all those folks outside 
the jockey’s room, we would not have a reason 
to be here on any Saturdays going forward,” 
Sanford said.

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Looking Back 


25years ago 

I The first bi-monthly issue of Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred made its debut, and 
future Hall of Fame trainer King T. 
Leatherbury appeared on the cover as he 
approached the 5,000-win milestone. 

Writer Jack Mann examined the career 
of Maryland’s legendary trainer, which 
began in 1958 at Sunshine Park in Florida 
with a small string of horses owned by his 
father Taylor Leatherbury “For the first 
six years of his career he never claimed a 
horse,” wrote Mann. Influenced by the 
operation of Grover “Buddy” Delp, 
Leatherbury launched a claiming opera¬ 
tion and followed Delp’s pattern to suc¬ 
cess. “Bud set the standards for the rest of 
us,” said Leatherbury, “because he was 
such a fierce competitor. . . The man 
impressed me.” 

Wrote Mann: “Being a horse trainer, 
Leatherbury’s way, is doing everything 
that’s fun about racing, just about all the 
time, and not doing most of what isn’t 
fun.” 

I Pennsylvania resident Victoria 
Calantoni was voted TOBA Owner of 
the Month for March after her 6-year-old 
Sir Beaufort captured the Santa Anita 
Handicap-Gl. 



Purchased as a weanling for $7,000 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic December 
mixed sale from breeder Buckland Farm, 
Sir Beaufort was raised on Calantoni’s 
farm in Grantville. When the Virginia- 
bred colt showed promise at 2, his owner 
contacted California trainer Charlie 
Whittingham, who agreed to take him. 

“Charlie always felt the horse had 
potential. But he was tough. If Charlie 
had had any hair, he used to tell us, he 
would have pulled it out,” said Calantoni. 


A 17-hand gray by Pleasant Colony, Sir 
Beaufort ran his streak of top-two finish¬ 
es to seven, six in graded stakes, with his 
Big ’Cap win, which pushed his earnings 
to $1,112,255. 

He was the top-ranked runner 
in the nation as determined by the 
Thoroughbred Racing Communications. 
I Danny Fitchett didn’t feel like a 
hero, but the reaction by Pimlico’s head 
assistant starter to a bizarre accident 
during training hours saved the life of 
exercise rider Clayton Beck, who was 
being electrified by the starting gate as the 
horse he was on was killed. “I knocked 
him off,” said Fitchett matter of factly. “A 
guy needed help, and I tried to help him.” 
The accident occurred when an electrical 
cord was draped over the gate in heavy 
rain. “He was a silver lining in a very dark 
cloud,” said Dickie Small, who trained 
Beck’s ill-fated mount, Fox Brush. 

I Southwest-based Honor the Hero, one 
of three stakes winners bred by Edward 
P. Evans over a three-week period, 
equaled the world record for 6 furlongs 
(1:06.80) in winning the Phoenix Gold 
Cup-G3 at Turf Paradise. Other Evans’ 
bred stakes winners were Fairy Garden 
(The Very One) and Oaklawn Park 
winner Mr. Scrooge (Old Rosebud), the 
latter campaigned by the breeder. 


75years ago 

I Mrs. John D. Hertz’s Count Fleet 
towered over his competition in the spring 
of 1943. 

“Count Fleet, seemingly on his way to 
join the turf greats of all time, romped to 
an easy victory in the historic Preakness as 
nearly 30,000 people roared their acclaim 
as the son of Reigh Count sped through 
the stretch. . .” wrote Don Reed in his 
coverage of the upended racing season in 
Maryland. 

Bowie and Havre de Grace did not 
have spring meets due to wartime travel 
restrictions. The proceeds of the first five 
days of Pimlico’s 20-day meet went to the 
National War Fund-a total of $79,251.27 
was presented. 

Many racing pundits predicted poor 
attendance and slumping betting, but the 
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Pimlico meet final figures showed the 
highest daily handle marks since before 
the depression in 1929.

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50years ago 

I The Maryland Horse cover said it all: 

“The tremendous thrill of a Kentucky 
Derby victory was soon overshadowed 
by unbelieving despair when stewards 
ordered Dancer’s Image disqualified.” 

Peter Fuller’s dream of breeding and 
owning a Derby winner lasted less than 
four days when the urine test for his 
Maryland-bred Native Dancer colt came 
back positive for phenylbutazone (Bute). 
Mrs. Gene Markey, owner of second-place 
finisher Forward Pass, said “I’m awfully 
sorry for Mr. Fuller. . . It’s such an awful 
thing—to go through the ecstasy of win¬ 
ning the Kentucky Derby and then have it 
taken away from you.” 

Fuller responded to the findings: “I don’t 
know if the drug was used at all, but I know 
that it wasn’t used illegally.” 

Dancer’s Image was the first, and remains 
the only, winner of a Triple Crown race to be 
disqualified. 


10years ago 

I As director of racing at Laurel and 
Pimlico, Georganne Hale was pushing 
to keep Maryland racing competitive in a 
harsh economic climate. 

Hale was the first, and at the time, only 
woman to serve as racing secretary at a 
major race track in North America, tak¬ 
ing the position in 2000 after being first 
hired at Timonium in 1986. “It was a big 
deal, but I had to work at it,” said Hale. “I 
wanted to do a good job, but it was a lot of 
stress. Not until a few years ago did I realize 
I didn’t need to be nervous.”

I The Maryland Hunt Cup was a tale 
of two horses, as Redmond C. Stewart 
Jr.’s Haffaday completed a great spring 
campaign by easily winning under 
26-year-old Louis “Paddy” Neilson III, 
while 13-year-old Mountain Dew, one of 
Maryland’s greatest timber horses seeking 
his fourth Hunt Cup victory, pulled up 
lame after the 20th of 22 fences. 

Said Mountain Dew’s 70-year-old 
owner/trainer, Janon Fisher Jr.: “This 
wasn’t as bitter a pill as you might think. 

If you had a way to choose Mountain 
Dew’s last race you’d want him to run his 
best and not be disgraced. And that was 
the way he ran. . .” 

Mountain Dew bowed a tendon and never 
raced again, but he spent a number of years in 
the hunting fieldforfanon Fisher’s daughter Kitty 
fenkins before retiring for good at herfarm at age 
18. He was 24 when put down due to deteriorat¬ 
ing health late in the summer of 1979. Fisher 
died earlier that year at age 81. 

I Mountain Dew had shown great form 
in the Grand National in Butler the week 
before the Hunt Cup, leading nearly all 
the 3 miles and 18 fences and turning 


back Haffaday to record his sixth win in 
seven years. 

I The first foal for Native Dancer’s 1966 
Kentucky Derby winner Kauai King was 
born at Glade Valley Farm near Frederick, 
Md., in March. Out of the stakes-placed 
Greek Song mare Seventh Muse, the colt 
was bred by Dorothea Foote. 

Named Hooki Lau, the colt became one of a 
handful of stakes winners for his sire when tak¬ 
ing Fonner Park’s 1973 Gus Fonner Handicap.

I Groundbreaking for Philadelphia Park’s 
stand-alone casino took place March 18 in 
the area previously used for the track’s front 
parking lot. State and local officials, along 
with representatives of the Pennsylvania 
Gaming Control Board, wielded silver 
shovels to launch Greenwood Gaming and 
Entertainment’s $350 million facility that 
the company was required to build in order 
to retain its slots license. The new casino, 
which would house 4,000 slot machines, 
was scheduled to be completed by late 
2009. 
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History Lessons 

Mellon’s ‘old favorite’ Fort Marcy, 


In the 20th century\ 63 runners bred in the Mid- 
Atlantic were named national champions. Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred takes a look at one of 
those luminaries. 

T he first time Fort Marcy headed to 
Pimlico was in May 1970. The Rokeby 
Stable runner was 6 years old, making 
his 60th start, and had already been named 
champion turf horse twice (at 3 and 4). His 
previous year was considered an “off year,” 
although he won four stakes and placed in 
four others from nine turf starts, but he 
hadn’t been to the winner’s circle in more 
than eight months. He entered the Dixie 
off two gut-wrenching finishes in April (a 
nose behind the dead-heating Fiddle Isle 
and Quicken Tree in Santa Anita’s San Juan 
Capistrano, and missing by the same margin 
to Quilche in the Century at Hollywood). 

The Maryland crowd had no concerns, 
sending him off as favorite in the field of 10. 
He won with authority, set a course record of 
2:27.40 for the F /2 miles (a mark which still 
stands), and was on his way to a career best 
season which would result in Horse of the 
Year, champion older horse and champion 
grass horse titles, as well as breaking the $1 
milli on mark in earnings. 

A Virginia-bred son of Virginia stallion 
* Amerigo, Fort Marcy was the second foal 



for Paul Mellon’s homebred Key Bridge, a 
daughter of *Princequillo. Mellon named 
him for the Civil War fort (now part of the 
National Park Service) not far from the Key 
Bridge on the Virginia side of Washington, 
D.C. 

Fort Marcy won once in 10 starts at 2, and 
after only one win in his first seven starts at 3, 
Mellon and trainer Elliott Burch decided to 
sell the gelding in a horses-in-training sale at 
Belmont Park that June. 

When Fort Marcy recorded his first win 
on the turf in an allowance a few weeks 
before the sale, his connections reconsidered. 
A final bid of $77,000 was made by trainer

I n 1830, William T. Porter left the peaceful 
countryside of rural Vermont for New 
York City. Porter (1809-1858) was a man 
with a dream. He had a vision of launching 
his own newspaper dedicated to sports of all 
kinds, modeled after the fashionable London 
newspapers that chronicled the day-by-day 
activities of popular horse races, prominent 
fox hunts, and gave advice on raising dogs, fly 
fishing, shotgunning trips, and even billiards 
matches. 

By 1831, Porter made his dream a reality 
with the launch of Spirit of the Times. Porter 
was the owner and editor, and his four broth¬ 
ers were his business partners in the venture. 
Spirit of the Times grew a large audience in the 
American southwest, focusing on the active 
racing scene in the antebellum South. Porter 
encouraged humorous and satirical entries, 


and the Spirit played a significant role in 
popularizing the American tall tale. By 1839, 
Spirit of the Times was the most popular sport¬ 
ing periodical in the United States. 

The history of Spirit of the Times is frac¬ 
tured and difficult to trace in its earliest roots, 
and things became complicated in the 1850s. 
In 1856, Porter sold his ownership to George 
Wilkes (1817-1885), staying on as editor until 
his death in 1858. 

Abraham Dayton, a former employee at 
Spirit , launched a rival publication in 1859, 
called Porter’s Spirit of the Times , creating a 
confusing rivalry of weekly sporting newspa¬ 
pers with very similar names. After a court 
case regarding the use of Porter’s name, the 
original Spirit was re-christened Wilkes’ Spirit 
of the Times. 

The Civil War tore apart American soci¬ 
ety, including the sporting and publishing 
world. Porter’s Spirit of the Times struggled 
through the war, and was eventually reunified 
as Spirit of the Times under Wilkes, who served 
as editor and publisher until his death. 
However, as the war raged, another luminary 


a star on turf 

Syl Veitch, on Mellon’s behalf. Two days 
later, Fort Marcy won the Long Branch at 
Monmouth, the first of a four-stakes win 
streak. He added a fifth stakes win in an all- 
out battle with Damascus in the Washington, 
D.C., International, which was decided by a 
nose and sealed a championship. 

The gelding handled transcontinental 
travel with ease, and on his first trip to 
California in 1968, he won Hollywood 
Park’s Sunset Handicap by a nose over 
Quicken Tree in a IVEmile course record 
2:26.60. The next year, Fort Marcy added 
i the Hollywood Park Invitational Turf 
i Handicap. He won stakes at 10 tracks across 
the country. 

In 11 straight races in 1970, he was never 
worse than third, set another FA-mile course 
record (2:26.60) in Belmont’s Bowling Green 
Handicap and, in capturing his second 
Washington, D.C., International, became a 
millionaire. He retired the next year with a 
record of 75-21-18-14, with 16 stakes wins 
and earnings of $1,109,791. 

Described by Mellon as “my old favorite,” 
Fort Marcy was inducted into the National 
Racing Hall of Fame in 1998. He was 25 
when he died in 1991 at his birthplace, 
Rokeby Farm in Upperville. The outer ver¬ 
sion of Laurel Park’s turf course is named for 
Fort Marcy. 


newspaper 

of sporting newspaper history was rising to 
mili tary prominence. 

Sanders D. Bruce (1825-1902), originally 
from Lexington, Ky., had joined his state’s 
militia as a captain in 1859, following John 
Brown’s raid on Harper’s Ferry. When the 
Civil War began, Bruce chose to fight for the 
Union, taking a promotion to Colonel in the 
4th Division of the Army of the Ohio. The 
highlight of Col. Sanders Bruce’s military 
career was leading his brigade in the Battle of 
Shiloh, but he was obliged to resign his com¬ 
mission in 1864 due to heart trouble. 

Following the war, Bruce relocated to 
New York and launched his own sporting 
newspaper called Turf, Field and Farm. The 
new paper received an instant boost by pur¬ 
chasing much of its infrastructure and equip¬ 
ment from Spirit of the Times , which was strug¬ 
gling through reduced wartime readership. 
The two papers vied with each other for 
decades, and within a few years of the war, 
Turf, Field and Farm and Spirit of the Times 
made up two of New York’s three most 
popular newspapers.
